New York, April 1.—(Special.)—In 
addition to the seven new theaters 
planned or under way here two more 
new ones have been announced. The 
millionaire society men who estab-, 
lished the “New Theater’ have decided 
to buiild another. <A real estate firm 
last week leased to Edward F. Rush 
227, 229 and 231 West Forty-sixth 
street, a plot 75x100, for twenty-one 
years, with renewals, at an aggregate 
rental of $350,000... The plot is rear 
the Globe Theater, and opposite the 
new Folies Bergers. On May 1 Mr. 
Rush will begin the erection of a new 
theater. 


Ticket Speculators. 

Some theater ticket speculators 
have ‘been hit hard by the ordinance 
which forbids them to sell tickets on 
the walks in front of theaters. 

Although the speculators are de- 
termined rot to abide by the present 
law if they can possibly help it, a 
great many favor a compromise. The 
speculators of the Metropolitan Opera 
House are specially anxious to be al- 
lowed to corftinue for a while, as most 
wf them are stocked with tickets.

Acting Like Cattle. 

The public is acting lke cattle, just 
as the New York pubfic usually does. 

After reluctant deference to the law 
the speculators swarmed. about. the 
entrances of the (principal theaters, 
exactly as they were accustomed to do 
when the city, for a certain fee, grant- 
ed them a license to annoy theater 
patrons. And the public is submitting 
calmly, yielding with scarceiy a pro- 
test to this violation of the law, and 
in many instances actually commend- 
ing the sidewalk men by dealing with 
them, 

It should be understood that up to 
this point the ordinance as it stands 
on the ‘books is effective. No court 
nas declared it unconstitutional and it 


that it igs unconstitutional]. The very 
fact of ‘its passage carries with it the 
force of regularity until a competent 
court desides to the contrary. 
Furthermore, no injunction of any 
sort has been granted or even sought 
pending the decision of the question. 
In other words, the ordinance at this 
writing is a perfectly sound law and,

There is probably no section of At- 
lanta that has changed more in the 
past twenty-five or thirty years than 
that In the neighborhood of the inter- 
section of Washington and East Mitch- 
ell streets. 

On the’ southwest corner of these 
two streets there is now located: the 
Girls’ High School, which is composed 
of three separate buildings, one facing 
Mitchell street, which is the school 
building proper; one facing Washing- 
ton etreet, which was formerly the old 
home of Dr. J. P. Logan; and a third 
immediately on the corner, which Is 
one of the old historic structures of 
ante-bellum Atlanta, and which has 
been remodeled for school purposes.

To that extent, the movement of the Waycross Board of Trade 
is commendable. .

The predominant keynote of the recent Southern Commercial 


| Congress was the demonstration of the need of publicity—system- 


atic, intelligent and continuous—that the south might come into its 
own. 

In other sections of the country, notably in the western states, 
the important carriers have recognized the value of advertising as an 
adjunct to development. ; 

The great western railroads have spent hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in southern newspapers, in an effort to induce the people 
of this territory to settle in the middle and far western states. 

The southern railroads have done practically nothing to coun- 
terbalance this drain. 

Their logical course would have been to spend reasonable sums 
in papers of western circulation, with a view to attracting to the 
south the westerners who are being driven from that section by, dis- 
appearance of free lands and the enhancement of land values. 

Such expenditures should have been as much a part of their 
‘fiscal program as appropriations for up-keep and expansion. 

Even in those latter directions, they have been strangely remiss. 

Such international railroad experts as J. T. O’Dell and John F. 
Wallace have declared that failure on part of the southern railroads 
to provide for the present and the future increase of southern business 
positively impeded development in this section. 

Such shortsightedness seems to be only part of the general policy 
that does not recognize the incomparSble destiny of the south, and the 
responsible role of the railroads in its materialization. 

Had the trunk lines of the south been conducted upon the broad 
plane characterizing those of the west, it is a safe assertion that 
not only would southern railroads have been in better position to 
meet the demands of traffic, but, as well, they would have been bid- 
ding for more traffic by encouraging the ingress of healthy American 
settlers. | 

The trouble with many of the southern railroads is that they 
too often appear to reason simply in the terms of today. 

It is essential to reason in the terins of tomorrow!

A recent article in The Breedere’ 
Gazette, one of the leading periodicals 
in its class in the country, by Colonel 
I. C. Wade, of Cornelia, Ga., ‘but for-

But 
as I remember tying grain sacks over 
cows’ udders to keep them from freez- 
ing when driven a short distance to 
water, on an occasion of the failure of 
water in the barn by reason of the 
spring freezing solid, and similar 
events, I say, “It is mighty weariig.” 
Many good strong men and women 
were just worn out before the acme of 
good civilization was reached. 

This disintegrating force is undoubt- 
edly good for rocks and hard soils, 
but tough on womankind, hence such 
processes brought me south, and today

leading up to it, and the latter to tes- 
tify as to his exemplary conduct as a 
citizen and as an officer during his res- 
idence in Virginia after he escaped 
from the Harris county jail. 

Will Oppose a Pardon, 

The application for clemency will be 
opposed by the relatives of Cornett 
and of Mrs. Georgia Nelson, who is 
Cornett’s widow. They will also bd 
accompanied to Atlanta by a large 
number ‘of their friends and will en- 
deavor to show the commission that 
the crime was of such a nature as to 
Warrant a denial of the application for 
clemency. re 

From the unusual. circumstances 
surrounding his escape and his cap- 
ture, Stripling’s case is one of the most 
unusual in the prison annals of Geor- 
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gia, and there has never been a case 
which has aroused such general tin- 
terest or provoked so much comment 
from so many different quarters. 

Stripling, who was one of the hest 
known young farmers of Harris coun- 
ty. shot and killed W. J. Cornett, also 
a well-known farmer, in 1897, firing 
through the window of the latter's 
home and killing him instantly. 

He alleged in his defense at the trial] 
of the case that Cornett had made im- 
proper proposals to his wife, and had 
threatened to kill Stripling whenever 
he saw him. 

Terrell Huff, a brother-in-law of 
Stripling, was jointly indicted for the 
killing, and he and Stripling wete con- 
victed and were given life sentences 
in the penitentiary. Stripling escaped 
by breaking out of the Harris county 
jail with other prisoners while an ap- 
peal in his case was pending before 
the supreme court. 

Huff Received Pardon. 

Huff declined to leave with the other 
went to the penitentiary, 
where he stayed a few months, and 
then was given a pardon, it having 
been shown conclusively to the prison 
commission and the governor that he 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
killing of Cornett. 

After his escape, Stripling went to 
North Carolina. where he was em- 
ployed in various jobs, and finally se- 
cured a position as special agent of a 
railroad company. To his excellent 
service was due the fact that a gang 
of thieves which Had been robbing the 
railroad was entirely broken up.

OF MEXICAN INVASION OF 1845

Robert B. Wolcott, southern represen- 
tative of the National Tube Company. 
As related to him by his father, Al- 
ford Wolcott, who died in 1894, it is as 
follows: 

“When the call for volunteers was 
issueg at the outbreak of the Mexican 
war we formed a company at Ottawa, 
Ill, Company I, and were soon off for, 
the greatest year’s fun we ever had. 
We were destined to be in the north of 
Mexico with General Taylor and had 
very little fighting to do. 

“On our way to the front we camped 
at the old New Orleans battle ground 
of Andrew Jackson and saw where 
great holes had been dug in the field 
to recover the bones of the soldiers 
who were killeg in that famous fight. 

“We camped there several days and 
the New Orleans people sent their 
slaves in great numbers to peddle all 
sorts of fruits and dainties to the sol- 
diers. Always ready (for practical 
jokes and excitement, we were no ex- 
ception to the regular run of volun- 
teers.

Slave Girl’s Rebuke.

“Soon we were in Mexico, but never 
i1ave I beheld 80 pathetic a sight as 
n crossing the Rio Grande. Steers 
ind horses, in trying to get water, had 
een caught by the treacherous quick- 
sands and as they stood there doomed. 
the buzzards perched on the trees 
above waiting for death to overtake 
them. Occasionally a buzzard woulg fiy 
aown and pick their eyes out to hasten 
their death. It is hard to imagine a 
more pathetic sight. : 

“At the battle of Buena Vista we 
were too far in the rear to dv any 
shooting, but the shells burst around 
us occasionally and made it mére or 
less uncomfortable. 

“On the battlefield that evening the 
dead and wounded lay thick, and one 
case I remember as being pathetic in 
the extreme. A Mexican had received 
a& musket ball crosswise of his face 
which took out both his eyes, but 
left the skin of the nose tfntact. He 
was begging for bread and water and 
seemed very much alive. 

“I was then able to understand the 
language and to speak {ft sufficiently 
to do our marketing. We were di- 
vided into messes of six each and dealt 
our rations accordingly, which we 
ourselves had to cook. Having a lik- 
ing for cooking and some talent, I was 
in the captain’s mess and escaped 
much guard duty and drudgery. 

“Our corn came to us tn the ear and 
was dealt out from a wagon to each 
mess. We had to shel] and grind it 
ourselves with the apparatus fastened 
to the wheel of a wagon and operat:d 
by hand. 

Wet Gronnd for Bed. 

‘Some of our marches had been 
through wet country in the rainy sea- 
son and we Wad to sleep on ground so 
wet we could not turn over all night 
long, as that would wet the other side 

‘T had a run of fever and lived on 
rice for six weeks. (To his dying day 
my father hated rice and I never saw 
it on our table; he even objected to 
rice pudding). As I was convalescing 
one of our boys brought me a nice, 
old-fashioneqg ‘Johnny cake’ which he 
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accepted under the name of R. E. 
Morris. 

Within a few months his splendid 
ability led to his promotion as chief 
of police, which office he held with 


great credit and success for more than 


five years, and on the day following > 


his arrest he was to have been re- 
elected chief for another term. 

The exact manner in which Strip- 
ling’s identity became revealed has 
not been brought to light. He claims 
that numbers of- people in Danville 
knew who he was, but that none of 
them had ever made any effort to ex- 
pose him. It has been charged’ by 
Stripling’s friends that his exposure 
was made for political purposes, and 
by those whom he had antagonized in 
the discharge of his duty as chief of 
police of Danville. It is probable that 
the circumstances leading ‘to his ar- 
rest may become public at the hearing 
of his application for pardon. 

Sent to Columbus Jail. 

Following his arfrest, Stripling was 
brought to Atlanta and was later sent 
to the jail at Columbus, where he has 
been allowed to remain pending the 
hearing on his petition for executive 


clemency. 
His wife and ten children hare re- 
mained in Danville sinee His arrest, 


but it is probable that Mrs. Stripling 
will attend .the hearing before + a 
commission next Thursday. - 

As soon as the announcement of 
Stripling’s arrest was made pwblic in 
The Constitution, letters appealing for 
his pardon began pouring into the of- 
fice of Governor Brown and the prison 
commission, even before it was author- 
itatively stated that such application 
would be made by Stripling. 

Letters and petitions have been cir- 
culated all over Georgia and Virginia 
in his behalf, and even from Texas a 
petition bearing noventy Garon names | 
of prominent citizens has been sent to} 
the governor and the commission, | 
asking that he be relieved from fur- | 
ther humiliation. 

Letters for Clemency. 

The letters and petitions for clemen- | 
ey have been based on the nature of 
the circumstances of the Killing of 


Cornett, as have been reported, and the! _ 


fact that Stripling has “made good! 
during the fourteen years that he has} 
been at liberty. 

The letters and petitions favoring | 
stripling’s release have not been un- 
mixed with opposition. Seveya! let- 
ters have been received opposing 1} 
pardon, but the vast majority of the | 
communications have been in his 
favor. 

The hearing before the commission 
will be attended by the largest as- 
semblage that ever gathered on a siin- 
ilar occasion. Parties interested in 
beth sides of the case will be here 
from Virginia and from many sections 
of Géorgia. and the interest of citizens 
of at least three states will be cen- 
tered in the office of the pardon board 
and the final outcome of this famo 
case, . 


had prepared, and never on this earth 
did food ever appeal to me as did that 
cornbread, and there is a spot in my 
heart for him a little more tender than 
for any other man I ever knew. 

“The fighting over, we were 10 
spengd some months in the beautifui 
little town of Saltillo, in the valley 
of the Mexican mountains. The sun 
never shone upon:.a more favored spot. 
Climate and beauty of landscape were 
all ideal, but alas! marreq by that 
awful ‘greaser’ population. I never 
could live among them. : 

“We took the old stone church with 
its stone wal! around it for our quar- 
ters. After we left they scrubbed, 
smoked and sprinkled it with holy 
water for days. 

“The fighting had been rather inter- 
esting, five greasers to one American 
putting the odds heavily on the Amer- 
icans. Our greatest trouble “with the 
greasers came from their stealing. It 
was so bad that orders were given to 
shoot any Mexican caught stealing, 
without calling him to halt. To one 
tall Irishman in our company thi 
seemed a great pleasure, and we used 
to say he would shoot a Mexican just 
to see him fall. It is hard for a per- 
son who hasn’t gone through it to 
realize how hardened a man becomes 
after being in camp for a time with- 
out the society and companionship of 
women. 

Why We Kept Sober. 

“While cleaning my old flint-lock 
musket one day, I remarked to one of 
our boys named Dennis: {Tell me why 
you have been so sober the past few 
weeks. You seem to be keeping un- 
commonly straight.’ He looked serious, 
and said? “Alf, if you will keep it dark, 
I will tell you.’ 

“He took me out in the back yard 
of the church and pointed to the old 
stone wall and said: “The last time I 
had too.much to drink I was sleeping 
it off over beside that wall, and a 
greaser dropped that big stone so close 
to my head that it. pulled my hatir.’ 

“A very funny incident occurred one 
day to one of the’ smallest members 
of our company. In the edge of the 
town and some distance .from our 
camp, 
bathing basin of large size, 
made good use of it. 

“One morning our small friend had 
gone there alone, and had very fool- 
ishly left his gun in camp. A Mexican 
passing on his horse threw his lasso, 
which landed perfectly, but by the 
greatest miracles the bather caught it 
on both sides as it fell, and threw it 
over his head. 

“Back to camp he came, and he was 
the maddest man | ever saw. He got 
his gun, and it took three of us to 
hold him from going to seek revenge, 
which would have been useless, as the 
Mexican by that time was far out of 
reach. 

“All native horses and cattle ran at 
large, and were all handled with the 
rope. You could scarcely find a mem- 
ber of the male population who was 
not expert in that art. As soon as a 
boy was able to walk he would be out 
with his string chasing chickens and 
throwing his lasso over their heads. 

“At a stop on one of our marches 
we managed to fill our canteens with 
whisky, and, of course, some of the 
boys were fast getting in no condition 
to march. This brought an order to 
empty their canteens, but one of the 
boys held his hands every time the 
sergeant would try to pour it out, and 
succeeded so well that more of the 
liquor found its way to his mouth 
than to the ground.

Paper, Which Eats Up Much Money. 


INCERE friends of the woman suffrage 
os movement in America are deeply con- 

cerned by the increasing rivalry. for 
supreme leadership of the cause in this coun- 
try between Mrs. Clarence H. Mackay, wife 
of the multi-millionaire sportsman, and Mrs. 
Alva E. Belmont, widow of O. H. P. Belmont 
and: holder of the income from his estate. 

This rivalry has now split the entire suf- 
frage body of the United States into two 
sharply defined and opposing factions, each 
under the absolute contro] of one of these 
society leaders. Mrs. Mackay is the presi- 
dent of the Equal Franchise Society and its 
subsidiary organizations, and pays the way 
and guides the course of her faction. Mrs. 
Belmont is president of the Political Equality 
Association and its subsidiary organizations, 
and pays the way and directs the policies of 
this faction. Between the two the entire 
suffrage movement is absorbed. 

The differences between Mrs. Belmont and 
Mrs. Mackay are both temperamental] and 
fundamental. Mrs. Mackay is young, hand- 
some, romantic, a lover of literature and the 
arts. She is by birth and nature an aristo- 
crat. She wants the suffrage because she 
realizes that she is vastly superior to many 
men who enjoy it. 

In contending for the euffrage, She has no 
idea of giving up the advantages that wealth 
and. social position bring, aor the homage 
that all men pay to a beautiful and dis- 
tinguished woman. She wants political 
rights, without sacrificing anything that the 
old chivalrous ideals gave to woman. 

Mrs. Belmont, on the other hand, is quite 
elderly, and has given up the romantic view 
of life. She is a fighter. Life is a battle in 
which woman must assert her rights and not 
wait for man to hand them to her. The dif- 
ferences between the two leaders are ap- 
parent, even in their physique. Mrs. Mackay 
is tall, willowy, graceful; Mrs. Belmont is 
shorter and thick set. Mrs. Mackay would 
confidently expect a man who was in her way 
to step aside and bow down before her. Mrs. 
Belmont, without wasting time, would firmly 
remove him from her path. 


Because of these differences the progress 


of the movement, which for a time moved 
steadily onward to success, has been suddenly 
checked. Great sums of money are being 
spent in “practical politics.” 

Just now affairs seem to be fast approach- 
ing a crisis. Mrs. Mackay, stealing a march 
upon Mrs. Belmont, presented HER bill for 
the equal franchise to the Assembly on its 
opening day. Mrs. Belmont had intended to 
present HER bill.the second week. The As 
semblymen did not like the new bill Then 
the Mackayites presented BOTH bills. And 
Mrs.-Belmont presented HER bill. 

Ten days before the hearing Mrs. Mackay, 
ag president of the Equal Franchise Society, 
sent out invitations to the legislators and 
their wives to attend a reception at the Ten 
Eyck to be held the night before the hearing. 
Oh, the flurry and excitement in up-State 
homes! Wives descended upon the Ten Eyck 
by the dozens. Social hopes ran high! 

When the doors opened some plates of per 
fectly good cakes, sandwiches, some bowls of 
punch and a coffee urn were revealed. But 
neither Mre. Mackay nor Mr. Mackay were 
to be seen. The guests were too timid to ask 
questions, but they thought heavily. During 
the day Mrs. Mackay had learned that the 
Legislature would only recognize the bill pre- 
sented by Mrs. Belmont and the State Asso 
ciation! In wrath she had departed for New 
York, leaving the ungrateful legislators—and 
their wives—to amuse themselves without her. 

Following which the Legislature has dc- 
cided to dismiss the whole matter, saying, ir 
effect: “Ladies, we cannot consider giving yo. 
what you want until you come to an agrec- 
ment upon just what you DO want!” 

This spectacle is all the more distress!-- 
because both Mrs. Mackay and Mrs. Belmcn 
are so deeply steeped in earnestness—Mr: 
Mackay so earnest that if she hasn't sold 
many Of her jewels, she bas had at least

bought no new ones and has reduced her 
dressmaking bills to almost nothing. All her 
persona] extravagances have ceased. 

“I can’t afford it,” she said when she was 
asked to take the part of Catherine of Russia 
at the recent tableaux given by the Equal 
Franchise Society at the Plaza. That artis: 
tic entertainment was thoroughly represen: 
tative of the refined Mackayite propaganda. 
“TI can't afford the gown, and I can’t afford 
the jewels.” | 

Mrs. George Gould, wnd can afford both, 
took the part. Her gown alone cost $1,700, 
without, of course, counting the magnificent 
jewels with which it was adorned. Mrs. 
Mackay appeared as the heroic nurse, Flor- 
ence Nightingale—in a home-made. severely 
simple gown. 

Mrs. Belmont, on her side, has given up her 
Newport seasons, trips to Europe, charities 
and other private expenditures. She has 
limited the outlay on her Long Island estate 
to a minimum. She makes all her adherents 
sign the pledge to do the same. They bind 
themégelves, as One May see by a copy of 
the pledge shown here, not to give any money 
to churches or anything else until woman 
wins her vote. The word charity has been 
taken in {ts broadest sense by those suffra- 
gettes who refuse to give their hands to any 
man until they get the ballot. 

Despite their differences, Mrs. Mackay and 
Mrs. Belmont are still very affectionate 
when they meet on the social field instead 
of the political. Mrs. Belmont has summed 
up the difference thus: 

“! would do anything for dear Kitty, but I 
cannot approve of her ladylike methods!” 

Mrs. Mackay has said: 

“I would do anything for dear Mrs. Bel- 
mont; but I cannot enter into such press- 
agent methods; besides, Mr. Mackay wouldn't 
let me.” 

A clever friend of doth, characterizes the 
two creeds as follows: 

“To enlist under Mrs. Belmont’s yellow and 
black banner a woman must promise to fight 
fire with fire. She must hold public meetings, 
organize and take part in street parades, 
heckle unfriendly candidates and assault po- 
licemen if necessary. Her throne is no longer 
the gilded rocking chair, but the soap box. 
She must accept persecution and go happily“ 
to jail—the oftener the better—as Miss Inez 


The ‘‘No-Charity’’ Pledge Which Mrs.

Milhollangd has done several times. The 
Belmontite believes in ‘pernicious activity.’ 
Her slogan is ‘hit ’em on the head!’ If the 
government oppresses her in any phase of 
her activity she will say: ‘Why should I 
obey a law which I had no voice in making?’ 

“Whenever Union square, Madison square 
and Wall street is invaded by a shrieking, 
banner-carrying crowd of women, wherever 


‘@ voice {is heard above the roar of the ele 


vated roads for justice—there is the Belmont- 
ite. The Belmontite cares little for clothes— 
before or after. Usually she is a wage earnef, 
one who expects to better her own condition 
by the vote. 

“Whenever a beautiful young woman re 
fuses to marry unti] women get the ballot— 
she is a Belmontite. 


“Whenever a naturally tenderhearted young 


woman refuses to help a starving family to 
buy eggs and milk for its babies—hecause the 
suffrage cause needs the money—she’s a Bel- 
montite. 

“The Mackayite, on the other hand, be- 
lieves in winning the vote through mild and 


polite efforts only. She is the parlor suffrag- | 


ist. She ie well dressed, wealthy and anxious 
to get the vote so she may help her less 
fortunate sisters. She believes the pen is 
mightier than the banner and the street par- 
ade. She floods the country with high-sound- 
ing literature. When you attend a meeting 
that is a subdued, ultra-elegant affair with 
expensive cut flowers, silver jugs of tinkling 
ice-water, soft lights and the rustling of fluffy 
gowns and the odor of delicate perfumes— 
you're among the Mackayites. 

“The Mackayite is exemplified in Mrs.

Mrs. Phil. Lydig. She heckles no candidates 
in public. She does not refuse to marry the 
man until she gets the suffrage—she marries 
him first and then tries to persuade him. 

“She sends out letters on pale blue expen: 
sive stationery, sealed with an artistic blue 
and white ‘votes for women’ seal. 

“Her invitations to meetings are like wed: 
ding invitations sent to a carefully selected 
list of would be geuffragists. They are en- 
graved by Tiffany. 

“But she is just as earnest in wanting Mrs. 
Mackay to win as the others are in wan 
Mrs. Belmont.”

Mrs. Mackay’s suite thrills with refinement; 
Mrs. Belmont’s with buziness. Each officer 
bas a room, so has the press department. 
Mrs. Belmont has two overlooking the avenue. 

With the beginning of a definite split, polit- 
ical methods which every practical ward 
statesman knows, began. The suffrage move: 
ment is @ political movement; the Equal 
Franchise Society and the Political Equality 
Association are parties. Mrs. Mackay is an 
opposing leader, a stateswoman; so is Mrs. 
Belmont. 

Organization is necessary. Organization 
costs money. There are speakers to be paid, 
leaders, sub-leaders and sub-sub-leaders who 
work so hard for the cause that they can do 
nothing else, and they have to be paid. There 
are enormous printing bills. 

Just as in the older political parties, there 
are desirable leaderesses on one side whom 
the other side covets. Suddenly these leader- 
esses change from Mackayites into Belmont- 
ites and from Belmontites into Mackayites. 
Larger salaries involved in the change of 
principles mean greater expense tothe cause. 

Mrs. Belmont’s report shows that she has 
spent in the last six months the very large 
sum of $36,890.84. Mrs. Belmont puts down 
all she can for the moral effect, but she has 
probably spent just as much more as 
appears. 

Mrs. Mackay, it is known, pays the rent of 
the Franchise Society’s headquarters, and 
bears the burden of almost everything else. 
But the Mackayite is not so eager to show 
how much is being spent. She is a diplomat 
and husbands might object. It is not at all 
likely that Mrs. Mackay has spent less than 
Mra. Belmont in keeping up her faction. 

The story of her great expenditures is told 
by the disappearance of her jewels, the 
modest Florence Nightingale dress, her un- 
selfish, unvarying answer to Mr. Mackay 
when he wants to give her a $10,000 fur coat 
or a $100,000 necklace: 

“No, give me a check for the work fa: 
stead.” 

Beginning with the new year the militant 
workers, led by Mrs._Belmont, firmly an- 
nounced their determination to run—things 
their own way. They felt that the cause was 
being endangered by the unfortunate lack of 
harmony of the leaders. They imported Miss 
Sylvia Pankhuret to preach the gospel of 
physical force. Mrs. Belmont wanted her; 
Mrs. Mackay didn’t. Mra. Belmont offered to 
pay Miss Pankhurst’s expenses, and these will 
run up to the many thousands before the end 
of the campaign. 

‘Mrs. Mackay watched with indignation this 
move, and under her guidance her followers 
firmly insisted that their peace campaign 
would win more votes. At once the factional 
fight reared its head. Under the riva) ban- 
ners of Belmont and Mackay the legions 
gathered. It was to be decided who would 
be the dominant figure tn the American suff- 
rage movement—the youthful, beautiful, dip 
lomatic Mrs. Mackay, the elderly, militant, 
determined Mrs. Belmont. 

A campaign issue provided itself at once 
in the suffrage bill—and this takes us back 
to Albany. Mrs. Mackay quietly decided, 
without consultation with “dearest Alva” that 


-an entirely new bill must be presented to 


the Legislature. 

Mrs. Belmont, without consulting “dearest 
Kitty,” decided that the old bill—her bdill— 
which for twer y-five years the.Jeading suff- 


‘ragists had supported—must be presented 


at the beginning of the second week 
of Assembly meeting. The Mackay secret 
service conveyed these tidings to Mrs. Mac- 
kay. The Belmont secret service seems to 
have lost a trick by 
not learning until 
too late the plan of 
the Mackayites. 
The differences in 
the bills are impor- 
tant, because they 
form the first open 
act of war between 
Mrs. Mackay and 
Mrs. Belmont. 
The present Con- 
stitution gives the 
vote to “every e 
citizen” who has ful- 
filled certain simple 
conditions. The 
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This-is How the Mackayite Loo 
Belmontite. 


amendment to the Constitution prepared by 
Mrs. Belmont merely strikes out the word 
“male.” This would give the vote to the wife 
of every man who became a citizen, since a 
wife acquires her husband’s clizenship. 

Now that ts the origina] section. The only 
change Mrs. Belmont’s bill makes in the sec- 
tion is to strike out the word “male” at its 
head. The section would then read “every 
CITIZEN of the age of twenty-One years, etc.” 

Mrs. Mackay’s bill not only strikes out the 
word “male,” but inserts the phrase, “except 
as hereinafter provided” after the word citi- 
zen. Her dill also inserts after the line “and 
for the return and canvass of their votes in 
the election districts in which they respec- 
tively reside” the following: 

“The foregoing provisions of this section 
shall not apply to a female whose citizenship 
is derived solely by marriage with a citizen 
and who does not possess like qualifications 
as are required by law to entitle an alien 
male person to become a citizen. The Legis- 
lature shall, by law, provide the manner in 
which such qualifications of such female citl- 
zen shal] be ascertained, No other or further 
qualifications of such citizen shall be required 


than are required of a male alien to become 


a citizen.” 

In explaining this provision, the Mackayites 
say, ‘Mrs. Belmont has forgotten that a 
woman becomes a citizen merely by the act 
of her husband being naturalized. It isn't 
fair that the man should have to pass the ex. 
amination and the wife not pass any. This 
will show how hard we think and surely make 
them pass our bill. Then where will Mrs: 
Belmont be? Mrs. Mackay wil] be the real 
leader of suffrage in the United States, for 
she will be the one who got womankind the 
suffrage.” 

On the other hand the Belmontites say that 
the Mackay law would bar the hard-working 
wives of many foreign-born citizens from get- 
ting the euffrage, for they do not have time 
to take naturalization papers. 

The faction led by Mrs. Mackay, which in. 
cludes the Woman's Suffrage Party, the

Woman’e Political Union and the Lloyd Gar- 
rison League, quietly began the fight for the 
new bill] early in the Winter. It had been 
drawn up under Senator Newcomb’s direc- 
tion. The other side, the Belmontites, aided 
by the State officials, had declared in favor 
of the old bHI, and planned to have it intro- 
duced during the second week of the legis- 
lative session. 

Then Mrs. Mackay had a gleaming thought. 
She talked things over with Mrs. Harriet 
Stanton Blatch, of her board of trustees. The 
result was that the peace lovers stole a 
march upon the militants. Bright and early 
on the opening day of the new Legislature, 
the early bird, in the person of Mrs. Blatch, 
appeared at Albany. 

She hurried to the State House and hunted 
up Senator Newcomb She wore a hunted, 
furtive expression, and a most becoming new 
hat. Urged by Mrs. Blatch, the new bill was 
presented on that very first day. Score one 


for the peace lovers. 


‘When it was read according to custom, to 
the members of the Senate, there was a dazed 
silence. Not one man seemed to understand 
just what the bill meant. A majority said it 
was ambiguous; others contended that it did 
not give the vote to all women. Mrs. Blatch 
returned to New York clutching the rejected 


_ bill in one hand and a copy of the old one— 


the Belmont bill—in the other. She had a 
talk with Mrs. Mackay, a public meeting was 
called and the bil) was torn to pieces. 

The meeting broke up with the bill ques- 
tion still in the air. In the meantime, Mrs. 
Belmont had not been idle when she heard of 
the trouble with the bill. 

“There is no reason,” she said, “to hide 


ourselves behind Kitty Mackay’s petticoats; 
we will present that old bill ourselves.” 

Accordingly, Miss Mills, who is State chair 
man, was ordered to Albany. But Miss Mille 
was having a new hat made and she could 
not leave on the next train. Alas a little bird 
had flown from the Belmont headquarters on 
Fifth avenue to the Mackay stronghold in the 
Metropolitan tower and whispered the news. 
Then was war declared. The artistic green 
and gold sanctum in which President Mackay 
rejoiced was all astir. The telephone called 
Mrs. Biatch. 

“Go to Albany at once,” said the president, 
“and rush that old bill through.” 

And so it happened that when Miss Mills, 
wearing her new hat, climbed those awful 
State House stairs, she found the enemy in 
possession and the ground cut from under her 
feet. The old bill and the new were both on 
file, and Mrs. Blatch was'in command of the 
situation. 


How the Mackayites did chortie! But they 
chortled too soon! Mrs. Belmont and the State 
Association had a third bill drawn up. It was 
presented oy Senator Stillwell just before the 
February hearing. Then the two camps rested 
on their arms.. On Washington’s Birthday 
hundreds of suffragists—suffragettes and antis 
—descended upon Albany to plead their cause 


Then Mrs. Belmont spoke some more. “I 
have decided to hire the Plaza ball room 
suite,” she said. “I have decided to give a 
theatrical performance on Friday afternoon. 
A musicale on Saturday afternoon and a. ball 
Friday night.” 

By this time the committee was hypnotized. 
But Madame Chairman was not yet done. 
Her views continued. “Madame Nordica hag 
promised to arrange the musical details. She 
will sing and will also make a suffrage speech. 
The tickets will be two dollars for reserved 
and one dollar for other séats, the boxes we 
will sell for what we can-get.” 

This sounded most magnificent. Weekly 
meetings of the dazed committee were held 
every Monday, in Mrs. Belmont’s office, a 
sumptuous green velvet and Flemish oak 
stronghold. The State Association had vis 
ions of gold rolling into its coffers. Thén the 
bolt from the blue fell. Some one mentioned 
raffling 

“Of course, we will have raffling,” said Mrs. | 
Belmont. 

“Of course, we will not have raffling,” said 
Mrs. William M. Ivins, treasurer of the bazaar, 
one of the influential women in the suffrage 
movement, aiad then the fat was in the fire! 
Mrs. Belmont stood back of her big table and 
looked anxious. Mrs. Ivins stood at one side 
and looked excited. 

“Raffling is against the law,” she said: “It 
is against the gambling law passed by Gov- 
ernor Hughes.” 

“Raffling,” said Mrs. Belmont, “may be 
against the law. Governor Hughes is no 
longer our Governor, thank Heavens, but all 
fairs have it, and we -won’t make money 
unless we raffle.” 

“In plain English, then,” said Mrs. Ivins, 
“if we can’t make money honestly let us make 
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peforMahe Judiciary Comngttee. That com- 


mittee chose to consider the Belmont bill. 


And then the tnevitable happened. The Leg- 
islature, because of the conflict, refused to 


report the bill at all! 


This deplorable fight is only one of several 
which are in progress or are imminent. 

Many of those under Mrs. Belmont’s stand- 
ard believe in the educational method, but 
differ in the method of educating. Like Wasb- 


Milholland ington Irving, they believe that if a student 
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will not acquire knowledge through his head, 
it should be beaten into him. Mrs. Belmont 
flatters herself that she has no drones in 
her hive. The militants come from all 
classes. There are a thousand members in 
the Equality League. She has severa] branch 
leagues, one for doctors, for trained nurses, 
for school children, for settlement workers. 
She has a Colored League. She is a born 
organizer and because of her dommant spirit 
her enemies call her the stormy petrel. Her 
supporters cal] her the female Napoleon. 

In her desire to rule, Mrs. Belmont fre- 
quently overrides others who hold equally 
Important positions, socially and politically. 


‘Early in the Autumn, the State Association 


decided to hold a big bazaar for the benefit 
of the cause. Mrs. Belmont was made chair- 
man. At once she sprang the most wonder- 
fu] plans on the members of the committee. 
“It will be a two-day affair,” she said. “It 


will be held at the Plaza.” “The committee. 


Me ip for breath. Its fairs were usually 
ld at the Martha Washington’ 


it dishonestly.” 

Another eilence, Madame Chairman began 
to turn a deep purple. “Let us put it to the 
vote,” said a matron from the Bronx. The 
vote gave the fair permission to raffle. Then 
up jumped Mrs. Ivins, and with an effort to 
speak calmly, said: “Madame Chairman and 
ladies—I am sorry, Dut I must resign as treas. 
urer. I cannot be identified with any affair 
which deliberately plans to break a law 
Good afternoon.” 

Out swept the late treasurer. The meeting 
then broke up. Two weeks later Mrs. Bel- 
mont anDdounced that she must resign from 
the chairmanship owing to lack of time to 
give to the enterprise! 

There have been differences of opinion in 
the Mackay ranks. The first treasurer was 
Mrs. Phil Lydig. At the annual] meeting, held 
in October, Mrs. Lydig failed to appear or to 
send in her report. She sent her maid at the 
last moment to gay that she was not wel] and 
could not bother! Mrs. Mackay’s eyes 
snapped. She sent the maid back to Mrs. 
Lydig for her books. The meeting was de- 
layed an hour. At the next meeting of the 
executive committee a new treasurer was 
elected. Oh, yes, there are some thorns even 
among President Kitty’s roses. Mr. Mackay 
is in sympathy with the work donéd by his 
beautiful wife. Some one said to him that !f 
Mrs. Mackay was a suffragette he must be 3 
“sufferingent.” He replied, “Mrs. Mackay is 
not a suffragette.” That seemed to be aij 
that was necessary.

Y MODERN GREEK A STATESMAN 


ATHENS IS CITY | 
OF POLITICIANS |

Athens, 1910.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.j—Take a look~ at the Athens o 
toecy! it tieB mere under the rocky 
Arvepolis, filled with and surrounde: 
by ruins. Nevertheless, it is the bright 
est, gayest and busiest city of the nes 
east. It has some of the most elegar 
homes of the world; its marble bulld 
ings vie with those of the best citie 
of Burope, and its stores are full o 
ine goods. The town grows as fas 
a8 blackperry bushes on top of th 
Blue Ridge. About fifty years ago | 
had something like 10,000 people, wh: 
dwelt in 300 miserable houses. Today 
it has almost 200,000, and among ther. 
are Greek millionaires who have mad 
fortunes in Alexandria, nel sae go 
tinople and other centers out ths 
Mediterranean sea. It is the aim o 
the Greek to come to Athens to die 
and the rich bring their savings an: 
live here in luxury. They spend s: 
much that the finest of everything maj 
be bought in the stores, and the cosi 
of living is about as high as anywhere 
élse in the world. 

A Look Over Athens. 

I climbed the Acropolis yesterday 
and took a view of the city. The 
Acropolis ts a hill of rose-colored lime- 
, Stone, which rises to a height of two 
or three hundred feet out of the plain 
upon which Athens stands. 

It jis right on the edge of the town, 
and from the Parthenon, on Its top, you 
Can see the whole city. Your fist glance 
shows a flat plain of grayish-white 
bulldings, the chief of which is the pal- 
ace, @ three-story structure of marble, 
surrounded by trees, Farther over are 
the parilament building and museum 
and schoo'ls, and scattered about the out- 
skirts are the massive ruins of an.- 
clent temples, such as that of Jupite: 
Olympus, and Theseus, and also th« 
mew stadium, which was erected by 
an Alexandrian - Greek millionaire 
named Averof. It ts now being re- 
paired and repolished, and I am told 
that Its cost altogether has been about 
. $800,000. 

As 1 !ook closer at the buildings be- 
low me I can pick out the details. 
The city ig cut up by streets which 
cross each other at right angles, ex- 
cept at the center, where they go in 
and out like the pathways of Rosa- 
mond'’s bower. The heart of the town 
is right at Constitution Square in 
front of. the palace. There the car 
lines converge and from there go off 
the chief business streets. To the left 
of the palace are many beautiful 
homes, and to the north of it are the 
chief public bulldings, including the 
university, the library, the Nationai 
Museum and the Academy of Science.

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as good as any in Central Park lead- 
ing down to the Piraeus, and this is 
now being planted with trees. 

The main part of the city is com- 
pactly built and the business buildings 
are four and five stories. The shops 
have plate glass windows, and the 
best ofethem are devated to dry gaods, 
fancy millinery, jew ry and other 
such things. The shopping hour is 
from 5 to 7 every evening, at which 
time the streets are thronged with 
fashionable women. 

Shrewd Business Men. 

I have spent some time in the stores 
talking with the merchants and look- 
ing at their establishments. The 
Greeks understand how to do business. 
They are smart traders, their character 
being well expressed by a saying 
which ig current throughout the Ori- 
ent. It reads: “From the Greeks of 
Athens, from the Jews of Saloniki, and 
from the Armenians everywhere good 
Lord deliver us!” It is said in the near 
east that one Greek is equal to two 
Jews, and, although the Jews are scat- 
tered throughout other parts of the 
Mediterranean, you will find none in 
Athens. The storekeepers have . no 
fixed prices and you bargain for every- 
thing. You must dicker with your 


doctor, butcher and baker, and even 

with your druggist. There are no price 

marks in the average store, or, if so, 

the bargaining its done all the same. 
The Cafes of Athens. 

A great many of the people live in 
flats and dine at the cafes and restau- 
rants. Rents are high and houses are 
taxed 6 per cent on the rental. If one 
lives in his own home he has to pay 
@ percentage on the rent it would 
probably bring. The cafes are good.

At the best houses the rates are from 
$3 to $5 a day on the American plan, 
or you can pay for your rooms and 
order what you please at fixed prices 
per meal or per dish. Many of: the na- 
tive hotels let roums without meals, 
and there are boarding houses where 
one can get accommodations from $1.50 
to $2 per day. 
A City of Politictans. 

Athens is a city of politicians. Every 
modern Greek is a statesman, and the 
average man will settle the greatest 
question of the world offhand. The 
chief places for political discussion are 
about the cafe. There are a half dozen 
news journals,and each man reads hia 
paper as he sips his coffee. The papers 
are printed in the same characters that 
you find in the Greek classics, the 
modern Greek language being much 
like that of ancient Greece. Indeed, 
I find that I can get along with a 
phrase book. [I can read the papers, 
and can even discover the points of 
~some of the jokes in the comic period- 
icals. Just now the chief talk is about 
the New Turkey, and' as to what place 
it will hold tn this part of the world. 
Most of the people here think that it 
will be largely influenced by the 
Greeks who live in Constantinople, 
Smyrna and other cities of the Levant. 
They say that a new Greek empire 
will some day arise,and that its capi- 
tal will be Constantinople. Today the 
Greeks are the chief bankers, mer- 
chants and other business men of the 
capital of the sultan. They have mo- 
nopolized the trade of that country, 
and the Turks cannot do without them. 
They have had to work quietly and 
secretly, but with the new regime they 
expect to hold a high place if the 
empire and to openly be the moving 
power in all things’ financial. 

Said Count Mercati, one of the lead- 
ing officials of the court here, to me 
the other day: 

The modern Greek is the strongest 
element in the’ Orient. He does more 
business than the representative of any 
other eastern nation. He is predomi- 
nant in Cairo and Alexandria, and in 
every port on the Red sea. He is the 
financier of Palestine and Syria, and his 
colonies are found as far north as 
Khartum, where Lord Kitchener said 
that the Greeks alded him greatly in 
bringing order out of the chaos of the 
Sudan. Turkey alone has four or five 
million Greeks. 

The Greek Parliament. 

But let me tell you something of the 
government of this little country. The 
Greeks have a king, but he ts merely 
a figurehead, and a foreigner. They 
do not allow him to have anything to 
say about politics, and King George 
understands this, and keeps out. It 
was different with Otto. of Bavaria, 
who was king before George. Otto 
meddled with public questions, and this 
caused his expulsion. The Greeks tell 
me that they believe in a perfect equal- 
ity among themselves, and they could 
not have this if they had a Greek 
king. Therefore, they have chosen a 
Dane for the throne. 

The chief business of Greece is done 
in the parliament. This is different 
from our congress, in that there is only

every 12,000 inhabitants. The kingdom 
is divided into seventy-one districts, 
and the congressmen are elected by 
districts. The elections are usually 
held upon Sundays, the ballot boxes 
being kept tn the churches. In Athens 
the chief voting place is the cathedral, 
the ballot boxes being arranged in a 
row along one side of it. The boxes 
are so fixed that only one man can 
pass through to vote at one time. The 


box is a foot square, with a pipe hole 
in its top about big enough to admit 
the arm of a man. This runs down 
into the middle of the box, where it 
meets a partition, which divides the 
box In half. On one side of the parti- 
tion go the affirmative ballots, and on 
the other the negative. The ballots are 
buckshot,. and the voter, having put! 
his hand down into the pipe, drops'! 
his ballot for or against the candidate 
as he pleases, without the possibility , 
of anyone knowing just how he votes. | 
Each voter is given only as many buck- 
shot as there are candidates, and the 
judge sees that he has only a single 
ball in his hand when he puts it into 
the pipe of the box. There are also 
other means of preventing frauds in 
elections, and each candidate ts usually 
present to look out for his rights. 

The term of the members of pariia- 
ment is four years, and they receive 
salaries of about $300 or $400 per ses- 
sion. They are allowed free passes on 
the railways. 

Parliament makes all the laws and 
votes all the money to run the govern- 
ment. It is ruled by a speaker, who is! 
elected by ballot. The new members| 
are sworn in by a priest, and are| 
sprinkled with holy water during the, 
ceremony. At one session<not long ago 
some members grew angry and a scuf- 
fle ensued, during which an ink bottle 
was thrown into the holy water basin, 
discoloring the fluid provided for the 
opening ceremony. Upon another oc- 
casion the speaker of the house, fear- 
ing adverse legislation, locked the 
doors and refused to let the opposition | 
in, whereupon a locksmith was called | 
and the speaker shoved out of the way.

A former meyor of Leeds, the great- 
est of Yorkshire cities, Aiderman. 
Scarr by name, was the industrious! 
dispenser of penny sweets from be-. 
hind the counter of his modest store. 
when he was not maintaining the 
dignity of the highest office in the 
gift of his fellow townsmen. Ths 
contrast seems even greater when it 
is said that he put off his apron to 
welcome 
the late King Edward ang Queen 
Alexandra in the name of Leeds when 
they opened an extension to Leeds 
university. 

Another workingman mayor can 
boast of a similar royal association. 
The Welsh city of Ceediff chose Wile 
liam Crossman, a working stone ma- 
son, to be its lord mayor during a year 
in which King Edward had promised 
to pay a visit to the city. The late kin 
became so interested in this man of 
the people that he determined to show 
it in an unprecedented manner and 
much to Crossman's surprise, 
him on the shoulder with a sword 
said: “Rise, Sir Wfiltam.” 

Alderman Bond has * several times 
been mayor of Plymouth, but those 
who Knew him years ago when he be- 
gan his career as a boy in a local so- 
licitor’s office would not have  pre- 
dicted that he would one day be the 
city’s chief personage. . 

The police force in England would 
hardly commend itself to the casual 
observer as.a stepping stone to the 
mayoralty, yet two chief executives 
have reached their high position by 
that route. Kingston%on-Thames sev- 
eral years ago elected Councillor Clarke 
mayor. His admirers made two une- 
successful attempts before they suc- 
ceeded in landing him tin the mayor’s 
chair, largely because the proud resi- 
dents of the town found it impossible 
to resign themselveg to the rule of their 
former policeman. 

Blackpool, the Coney Island of Eng- 
land, once elected Alderman Brodie to 
the mayoralty, despite the fact that he 
was particularly fond of telling of his 
experiences as a member of the force 
in Manchester.

_ AMENDMENTS TO THE NATIONAL BY-LAWS. 


Week before last we called attention to the proposed amendments of the 
by-laws of the National Society of the Daughters of the American Revolution, 
which are to be voted on at the congress which meets on April 17. 

We gave the language of one of them—the amendment prescribing the

In the comments made on this amendment it was explained that the 
Gustom of holding state conferences had grown up without recognition by 
the laws of the national society, except in an amendment to the constitution 
Which provides that the state vice regent may be chosen “at the annual 
state conference.” . 

It may be of interest to add that at the Georgia state conference last 
November ft was stated by Mrs. T. B. C. Morgan, who was state regent from 
1893 to 1897, inclusive, that the conference of the Georgia chapters called 
_ by her at the Atlanta exposition of 1895 (five years after the organization of 
~ the international society) was the first conference of the Daughters of the 
' American Revolution held in any state, and that “Geergia was the first state 
to have a perfected organization of all the chapters in one body, with a 
’ complete corps of officers and a state treasury.” 
) The conferences in different states are far from uniform in character 
and in the powers assumed by them. In many of the states there is no 
nomination of state regent by a state conference. The Georgia state con- 
ference not only nominates the state regent, but in its by-laws, which have 
the force of an agreement of the chapters, it binds the chapter delegates in 
Washington to ratify the nomination. 

Amendment as to Non-Resident Associate Members. 

An amendment proposed from Illinois is as follows: Amend article XI. 
by adding as section 9: “Chapters may elect associate members, who reside 
at a distance of 50 miles or more away, but persons so elected must be 
active members, in good standing inthe National Society Daughters of the 
American Revolution, but such associate members shall not be counted in the 
membership of the chapter for representation at the continental congress, and 
they shall have no right to vote or hold office in the chapter.” 

Amendments Suggested by the American Audit Company. 

Irregularities in the handling of funds of the society by employees, and 
the need of better: business methods, led to the employment of the Na- 
tional Audit Company to examine each department of the society’s work at 
Washington, and make recommendations. 

The auditycompany, as a result of its investigation, submitted a draft 
of proposed ar ments to the by-laws. They were read-at the congress 

Tast year, with a report which gave at some length the reasons why they 
were considered necessary, and notice was given that they would be 


brought up at the congress of 1911. 
They relate mainly to the powers and duties of the president general 


and the executive committee. 

The constitution of the society states that “all See “ple and judicial 
power in the national society is vested in the continent congress.” Ad- 
’ ministrative business is conducted by general officers and by the national 
board’ of management, which ts composed of those officers and of all the 
state regents. 

The meetings of the board are to be held at least once every four 
months. With a membership so large and so widely separated by distance 
as that of the board, it is necessary to have some smaller body to conduct 
the current business between meetihgs of the board. 


. 


Tho constitution, therefore, provides in article‘6, section 3, that “A na- | 


tional executive committee of nine, of which the president general shall be 
chairman ex-officio, shall be elected by the national board of management 
from its members, and shall, in the interim between the meetings of the 
board, transact such business as shall be delegated to it by the national 
board of management.” 

The audit company’s report states that it has seemed best “to amplify 
‘and intensify the authority and powers of the executive committee; but, 
however, always under the direction and control of the president general, 
and that in the new by-laws they have “endeavored to emphasize the in- 
herent idea of the necessity for the president general to be the executive 
head.” That this Ie a sin qua non now to good management, and to this end 
her powers and duties “have received extraordinary emphasis.” 

It ie stated that the present by-laws are “indefinite, contradictory and 
Vague” as to the powers of the national board and of its executive com- 
mittee; “hence there has‘grown up within the organization a total disre- 
gard of the laws of subordination, so necessary to a good business man- 
agement.” The report says that the president general's powers have been 
“seriously curtailed by reason of the assumption of aughority on the part 
ef general officers and committees.” 

An Entirely New Article. 

The first amendment proposed by the audit compa! 
article. of five sections, called “Article 2." An importa 
tion 1 is its exclusion of general officers, except the president gencral, from 
the executive committee. 

The section is as follows: 

“The active management and control of the business affairs of the na- 
tional society shall be vested in and be under the immediate direction of 
the president general and an executive committee of nine members of the 
national board of management, tInclusive of the president general, as pro- 
vided in section 3 of article 6 of the constitution; but no general officer 
excepting the president general shall be a member of this committee.” 

Five of the nine members are to constitute a quorum, under section 5. 
Section 2 gives this committee power “to define the duties” of all the gen- 
eral officers, subject to the approval of the national board, and to make 
rules for management of business and financial affairs. 

Section 3 gives it power to engage or dismiss employees, and control 
of property and of revenues and expenditures, subject to approval of the 


mational!l board. : : 
‘Section 4 requires minutes of its proceedings to be submitted to the 


nationa! board. 

The next of these amendments changes the number of article 2, which 
relates to duties of general officers, and requires them to perform such 
duties “as may be delegated to them by the president general and the 
executive committee,” and to report through them to the national board. 

Section 2 of that article is changed so as to authorize the president 
general, instead of the board of manmagement, to designate a member of the 
board to fill temporarily the place of any national officer who its absent or 
unable to attend to her duties. 

The remaining amendments proposed by the audit company are mainly 
the substitution of the executive committee or president general for the 
board of management in directing general officers as to their duties. 

The audit company’s report, and a report of the finance committee,

RULES FOR BESTOWAL CROSS OF 
HONOR, 
(Rule I.) 

Section 1. Each state and territorial 
division shall elect, or appoint a re- 
corder of Cross of Honor, to whom 
chapters shal] apply for blank certifi- 
cates of eligibility to be filled out by 
the veterans, and blank forms for 
alphabetical lists, to be filled out with 
data, by the president of the chapter 
ordering crosses. When so filled out, 
these shall be sent to the recorder of 
said division for approval or correc- 
tion, and forwarded by her to the cus- 
todian of the cross, who will forward 
the crosses to the chapter, provided 
the ruleg have’ been complied with, 
and the decision of the custodian shall 
be final. “ 

The recorders shall apply to the cus- 
todian of cross of honor, U. D. C., for 
the blank forms of certificates, and 
blank forms of alphabetical lists, sup- 
plying these, on demand, to the chap- 
ters, accompanied by an order to the 
custodian, signed by the president- 
general and recording secretary,gen- 
eral, U. D. C, 

Sec. 2. The veterans and the oldest 
lineal descendants of veterans can re- 
ceive the cross of honor on the same 


date of bestowal. 

If there is no lineal descendant of a 
veteran, or in case that the oldest 
lineal descendant does not desire the 
cross, the widow of a veteran may Tfe- 
ceive the cross by presenting, with her 
application, written avowal of such de- 
scendant, that he or she waives the 
right to the cross provided said widow 
be a confederate woman who has en- 


‘dured the hardships and privations of 


the period from sixty-one to sixty 
five. 

No descendant, or widow, can receive 
a second cross, such privilege being 

granted to veterans alone, nor can such

Seeemnemuetitim snes

Many of the citizens of Georgia are 
familar with the story of Andrews’ 
railroad raid, and are aware that while 
two of the locomotives used on that 
occasion are still in existence, they are 
neither Suitably placed nor under 
proper care. 

Briefly, the facts of that famous war 
incident are as follows: 

In April, 1862, a division of Buell’s 
army, in command of Gen. O. M. Mitgh- 

ell, was encamped near Shelbyville, 
Tenn. While here a union spy and con- 
traband merchant, James Andrews, was 
given permission by Mitchel to conduct 
& party of volunteers to some point on 
the W. and A. railroad (the state 
road) in Georgia, seize a locomotive 
and run northward, burning bridges 
and destroying track behind them. 

Some engineers were to be in this 
party to insure the handling of the 
locomotive, and, because of his _§ fre- 
quent trips within confederate lines, 
Andrews was familiar with all the de- 
tails of the road. It was arranged 
that Mitchel’s division saould capture 
Huntsville, Ala., the same day (April 
11) that Andrews destroyed the rail- 
road; this being succéssful and Chat- 
tanooga thereby cut off from Atlanta 
and the south Mitchel would then in- 
vest the mountain city and hold it for 
reinforcements. 

The capture of Chattanooga meant 
the possession of east ogee: with 
its loyal mountaineers—-a scheme that 
anticipated what actually took place 
over a year later, when Rosecrans bat- 
tled at Chickamauga for the posses- 
sion of that which now only a hand- 
ful of men sought to gain. Mitchell's 
signal to advance along the Memphis 
and Charleston railroad to Chattanoo- 
ga from Huntsville, was to be the ar- 
rival of the victorious Andrews party 


the Andrews raid, under the sheds of 
pew N., C. & St. L. depot at Chatta- 
nooga, is not the “General” in its 
war-time character at all. 

The monument commission, which 
erected in 1890 the Raiders’ memorial 
in the National cemetery made even a 
worse blunder—they designed their lit- 
tle bronze locomotive, that surmounts 
the granite pedestal, after the pattern 
ef the coal-burning engine that was 
then hauling* fuel trains and shunting 
cattle cars! They*were doubtless influ- 
enced by its recent appearance in 1888 
at a G. A. R. encampment in Colum- 
bus, Ohio, where it had a vacation from 
its humble labors as a mere fetcher 
and carrier; and a judicious use of 
bunting and wreaths partly covered 
up the grime and grease of a once 
lovely locomotive resplendent with pol- 
ished brass; red wheels, green paint 
with white and brown trim. In the 
discussion of the “Texas,” it will be 
seen why a more careful restoration-of 
the “General” is necéssary, or advis-

The “Texas,” a Danforth & Cooke 
locomotive, No. 49, was put on the road 
in October, 1856. It was in the freight 
service—until after the rafd, anyway. 
In vize and ability {it was a counter- 
part of the “General.” There were 
styles of locomotives then as there are 
styles of dress, and, as with automo- 
biles, the good points and general de- 
signs were copied by rival makers. 
Little or none of ita history is known 
‘to the writer prior to the war, and his 
knowledge of it wince begins in 19895.

Mr. Murphy took a photographer up 
there and had the engine photograph- 
ed, with himselgy in the cab. The 
“Texas” is minus a stack and a driving 
rod, and rests on wheels less than five 
feet in diameter. Some time after this, 
use was found for it, and the necessary 
portions were replaced.

At Calhoun another member was adde4 
to this party—a lad of 17 years. This 
was Fdward Henderson, of Dalton, tel- 
egraph operator. The industrious use 
of wire cutters by Andrews had start- 
ed the lad southward on the morning 
passenger to investigate. He got no 
farther than Calhoun, and when the 
“Texas” came along, was recognized by 
Fuller, who assisted the lad aboard the 
moving engine. The conductor then 
wrote out a message to General Led- 
better at Chattanooga, apprising him 
of events and the coming of the cap- 
tured locomotive. This he gave Hen- 
derson with the instruction to send as 
soon as Dalton was reached. 

In Sight of Their Game. 
few miles north of Calhoun, the 
came in sight for the first 
time of the pursued.

Hard pushed, the ralders played their 
last card; they set fire to their remain- 
ing car in the hopes of burning a cov- 
ered Chickamauga bridge just south 
of Ringgold. But the game was lost— 
the fire refused to work its destruction, 
largely owning to the drizzling rain 
and dampness that had marred any 
previous attempts during the course 
of their run.

Andrews, tried as a spy at Chatta- 
noqga, and seven of his men, tried on 
similar charges at Knoxville, were 
sentenced to hang—the leader perish- 
ing in Atlanta, June 7, 1862, at a place 
now on the corner of Peachtree street 
and Ponce de Leon avenue. 
men were taken from the old county 
jail that stood at Fair and Fraser 
streets, and hanged near Oakland cem- 
etery, on ground now owned by the 
street railroad company, corner of Fair 
and Park avenue. 

Military events delayed further trials 
and on October 16 the rest of the party 
broke jail in broad dayli@mht, and eight 
succeeded in reaching the union lines. 
The other six were exchanged from 
Richmond, in March, 1863. 

Four Locomotives Concerned. 

There were four locomotives inti- 
mately concerned in this episode—the 
“General,” the “Texas,’’ the “William 
R. Smith” and the “Yonah.” These 
gilded and polished engines were 
christened with fancy names as are 
the Pullman coaches today.

‘prior to the war, reads like a geog-

Place. The shops, cars and engines 
were burned at this time, and after 
the war the Smith’s boiler and ma- 
chinery were returned to Rome and 
sold to William A. Towers, who used 
it in a planing mill there. Later on, 
Towers sold it to some parties who 
moved it to Calhoun, where it was 
used as a stationary engine. 

In practically every account of the 
Andrews raid—particularly those of 
southern writers—where anything at 
all is said about what engine Mr, Har- 
bin was running at this time, the 
“Alfred Shorter’ is given as his loco- 
motive. The “Alfred Shorter’ did not 
participate in the pursuit of the raid- 
ers, but go far it has gotten the credit 
for so doing. It came ‘about in this 
way: The “Shorter’ was the regular 
freight engine—freight and passenger 
cars used together—and the. “Smith” 
was the night passenger engine, But 
the “Shorter,’’ needing repairs, was 
taken to the shops of Noble & Broth- 


ers, at Rome, where it had been built. | 


This was the 8th or 9th of April, 1862, 
The “Smith” took the ‘Shorter’s” place 
and the ‘Nashville’ was leased from 
the state road to do the night pagsen- 
ger service.

Furthermore, the day 
came when all locomotives abandoned 
wood for fuel, and to make coal- 
burners of them necessitated further 
modifications, and it’s a matter of his- 
tory that in 1886 theold 5-foot gauge 
of railroad and rolling stock was 
changed to the present and standard 
guage. 

In 1891 the “General” passed out of 
the service and was placed on a sii- 
ing at Vinings Station to rot and rust 
along with a lot of others. A certain 
E. Warren Clark not only claims to 
have rescued the engine from oblivion 
and placed it before the public as a 
memorial, but declares that congress 
or somebody gave him a medal for 
so doing. Major McCollum writes that 
“about the time of the World’s Fair 
at Chicago application was made for 
this engine to be placed on exhibition 
there, and for this purpose the en- 
gine was cleaned up anqd an old style 
wood-burner stack replaced on it so 
as to make it appear as much like it 
did at the time of capture by An- 
drews’ raiders as. possible. The engine 
was continued in the service after 
the war, with several ‘overhaulinga, 
until 1891, It was on exhibition at 
the World’s Fair at Chicago, also ex- 
positions at Atlanta and Nashville and 
Was placed in passenger depot at 
Chattanooga, where it now stands, 
soon after the exposition at Nashville 
in 1897.” 

General's Restoration. 

Doubtless the officials of the N., C. 
& St. L. railroad did all they cared te 
in this matter of restoration. As 
matter of fact, 
tion consisted principally of a woo 
burner stack. a strubbing brush, a 
few pots of paint and some meta] 
polish. Even the stack wasn’t de- 
signed properly, for a “Radley & Hun- 
ter’ stack is the proper article.

I must give Mr. Bell the greater 
part of the credit for his almost daily 
supervision of this work. He knew 
the old engine from boyhood, served 
as Oiler and wiper in his ‘youth and 
was a practical engineer for a long 
period. He knows just the precise 
distinction between a Rogers double- 
dome, link-motion, and a Norris. ket- 
tle-dome, hook-motion locomotive. In 
fact, his knowledge of the details of 
state road engines prior to anq dur- 
ing the war is amazing; one would 
think he was speaking of children of 
his own when he tells how the “Geor- 
gia,” a Norris, blew up at Calhoun in 
1862, or how the “Swiftsure,” a Rogers, 
was splintered by a shell from Sher- 
man’s siege guns. He witnesseg the 
doings of that wilqa day when in the 
confusion of evacuation the “General”’ 
was dismantied, and it is from him 
that I @wet the account just related: 

In a word, the locomotive that is ex- 
ploited as the “General” and hero of 
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August 29, 1908, he again wrote that 
“Engine ‘Texas’ is now being used on 
what is known as the Emerson branch 
railroad, a little mining branch, and ts 
known as 212. It can be seen at or near 
Emerson, a station on this road, 48 
miles north of Atlanta.” . 

In September, 1903, a photographer 
was sent to Emerson from Cartersville, 
who made two photographs of the old 
“212” engine. He sald it was then being 
used at a corn mill 3 miles in the 
country. In 1907 it was deemed of no 
practical use to anyone, and was again 
sent to a resting place—not to the 
Vinings Station scrap-heap, but to the 
Atlanta yards! Its arrival at the Gate 
City attracted much attention, and in 
August, 1907-there was started qa sud- 
scription to rescue it from the inevi- 
table scrap-heap. .The purpose was to 
purchase the engine from the railroad 
and present it to the state, and let it 
supervise the installation as a me- 
morial. The state already owned the 
engine, as it does the W. & A. road, 
and since the N., C. & St. L. had no 
further use for it, considering it.as 
mere junk, as far as practical purposes 
were concerned, there could be no 
need of outside piurties raising funds 
for the purchase of that which could 
be had for the asking. .80 the sub- 
scription was abandoned. 

But some fnterest wa saroused, and 
Mr. Anthony Murphy was appealed to 
for his sentiments regarding the old 
engine. He telegraphed from Mount 
Clemens, Mich., August 38, 1907: “I 
consider the “Texas’ the hero of the 

“taid. Events of those days 
to be passing from history.” 
esident Thomas, of the N., Cr & 

t. L. railroad, promised that the vet- 
eran locomotive would be formally 
presented to the state when the lat- 
ter signified that the engine would be 
desired and accepted. He wrote the 
same thing to Mr. W. A. Fuller. But 
at that time it seemed that the rail- 
road did not care to be put in the 
position of offering a gift to the state. 

Legislative Resolution. | 

‘ The matter was dropped here until 
July, 1910, when Mr. John M. BSilaton 
introduced a resolution in the legisia- 
ture, respecting the preservation of 
both “General” and “Texas.” It was 
approved by Governor Joseph M. Brown 
August 9, 1910. 

The text of this resolution fs as fol- 
lows: 

“A RESOLUTION 

“In relation to the preservation of 
the state’s engine, “Texas.’ . 

‘Whereas, the historic engine *Tex- 
as,” that pursued and captured from 
the raider Andrews and party, the 
engine ‘General’ during the war be- 
tween the states, now stands alone in 
the yards of the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad, soon to become a wreck 
by exposure to the winds and rafns,

“Resolved, that a committee of two 
from the senate and three from the 
house of representatives be appointed 
to report to the next general assem- 
bly a proper place for keeping on ex- 
hibition of both the ‘Texas’ and ‘Gen- 
eral,” and for the preservation of the 
same.”’ 

On October 6, 19810, two interested 
persons dug up the above resolution 
in the secretary’s office, and on Oc- 
tober 14, called on the governor and 
asked him what could be done in the 
matter of said resolution. Mr. Brown 
said that since no appropriation had 
been made to carry out the terms of 
this resolution, the governor’s hands 
were tied. The matter relating to a 
committee and its report to the next 
general assembly was not discussed at 
length. The only !mmediate action to 
be taken was to direct Master Me- 
chanic Collier to place the “Texas” 
under a shed to stay the progress of 
destruction by the elements. He au- 
thorized his visitors to do this. Dur- 
ing the rest of the conversation he 
hinted that the state owning, as it did, 
the locomotive, would gladly preserve 


it as a‘memortal if jt had the neces- } 


sary wherewithal. 

‘Suppose,” he was asked, “suppose 
some individuals or an organization 
should open a subscription and collect 
these funds, would the governor then 
carry out the resolution?” To this, 
he replied that the governor would be 
freer to act in the matter if the sub-

But in these suggestions, we 
have in mind the urgent case of the 
one locomotive—Texas.” 

Some Suggestions. 

Certain transformations wfll, of 
course, have to be made in getting the 
old machine in shape for a-public 
memorial. Anyone visiting her as she 
stands today in the W. & A. yards 
would be shocked at the far-gone con- 
dition of her parts. 

The elements have wrought their 
worst uncheoked. Iron and brass 
moulder in an increasing coat ef rust 
and verdigris while the wood of cab 
and tender are far gone in wasting 
decay. To say that we will repair and 
preserve with mere pots of paint and 
scrubbing brushes, would be to gloss 
over the ravages of forty years. Rath- 
er, let us do our repairing with an eye 
to her war-time character and appear- 
ance of fifty years ago, and far from 
doing violence to her value as a relic, 
we would enhance her historical sig- 
nificance by restoring her to her fcr- 
mer estate—that of the Danforth & 
Cooke locomotive of the fifties and sfx- 
ties, resplendent with her polished 
brass—her brown body-color with the 
blue and yellow trimmings, and that 
of the magnificent state road engine 
that was last and victorious in the 
chase of the captured “General.” 

We have authority for the statement 
that while several thousand pounds 
of the original locomotive are there, 
the ravages of a utilitarian system 
have stricken from her a vast deal of 
her war-time character. To mention 
the smokestack of 
the present was substituted for the 
wide-spreading stack of wood-burning 
Gays. The headlight is gone-—gone to 
a limbo where it doubtless keeps com- 
pany with the pilot, the sand and 
whistle domes and the tender. Where- 
as the driving wheels of the race were 
five feet in diaemter, she now rests on 
drivers of four feet nine inches. A 
modern safety valve is added, and is 


ern soot and grease where once shone 
scintillating brass and polished wood. 

One lesson in restoring a locomotive 
has been vouchsafed us—the case of 
the “General.” They have here pre- 


served, not the engine of raiding days,

but one whose only claim to resem- 
blance is a “balloon” smokestack, and

They could just as well have given us 
the semblance of the Rogers double-

But this would mean that we perpete- 
uate the anachronisms, of modern _lo- 
comotive practice along with the’ sub- 
stantial and valid pieces of the origi- 
nal, Rather, let us discard the parts 
that made It a serviceable ceal burner 
of the seventies and eighties and re- 
place thr: parts with semblances—yea, 
reproductions of those pieces that

Little Rock is the proud possessor 
of a ten-acre park tn the heart of the

confederate army during the war and 
the large building was used as a hos- 
pital until the federals are turned in 
great numbers and drove out the de- 
fenders of, the southern cause. This 
park is to be transplanted into Camp 
Kavanaugh, a tent city, where 10,000 
vetérans will be entertained free of 
all cost by the citizens of Little Rock. 
The congress of the United States has 
agreed by resolution to furnish the 
tents, with blankets and cooking ap- 
paratus, for the old soldiers. This will 
be an absolutely sanitary camp, and no 
one will be permitted to stay there 
other than the veterans. 

This will be the limit of the free en- 
tertainment in Little Rock, with the

The regulation of children in the 
street trades has been the subject of 
recent legislation in a few states and 
in several cities. Most important of 
the street trades, as far as children 
are concerned, is the sale of news- 
papers and periodicals. The dangers 
incurred in this occupation have been 
clearly demonstrated in your maga- 
zine. At present we are unable to 
control] this type of work under our 
child labor laws, owing to a legal 
technicality which makes newsboys in- 
dependent merchants. 

Our hospitals are continually turn- 
ing out tuberculosis patients as “cur- 
ed” or with “disease arrested.” These 
men are sent home without means of 
support, though they are seldom capa- 
ble of immediate self-malntenance, 
The greater number of them return, 
logically, to their former occupations, 
where conditions so favorable to the 
disease as to have overcome healthy 
individuals in the first place, make 
short work of the convalescent. 

Now the question I wish to raise 1s. 
why not do away with both of these 
evils at once, by letting the discharg- 
ed patients take the place of the 
newsboys? The outdoor work is just 
what the convalescents need to com- 
plete their recovery, and would not 
their substitution for the children 
solve the street trades problems as 
far as newspaper selling is concerned?

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TOLSTOY, THE MAN OF PEACE, 
HAS BECOME CAUSE OF WAR 


London, April 1—Tolstoy, the man of 
peace, has by the irony of fate, become 
the cause of war. His death gave an 
impetus to the youth of Russia to live. 
And living, to them, signifies freedom 
from government fetters. Hence the 
strike of the students at the University 
of St. Petersburg. It is difficult to con- 
ceive two more antipodal conditions 
‘than that of the American and of the 
| Russian university student. Contrast 
for a moment the lack of attention 
given by the American college boy to 
his smooth-running federal machine— 
a house in order, in which he dwellis— 


proclamation in St. Petersburg that the 
country would be granted a constitu- 
tion. Students were hysterical, intox- 
icated, with the idea of, freedom: They 
marched through the streets singing 
the Marselillaise; and the secret police 
had been sent to watch the rejoicing 
and to mark those who wanted what 
the government had pretended to give. 
Those were dangerous, and were 
hanged. 

Everything is externally religious in 
Russia. The shrine in the railway sta- 
Jtion, the omnipresent ikon and lamp 
in the house, no matter how it may 
lack the elements of a home, portray 
this superficiality. Nominal religion is 
a government requirement. The uni- 
versity is also a government institu- 
tion. The baccalaureate degree is ‘se- 
cured at the end of the course at the 
Lycee, the Gymnasium, as the Germans 
call it, and the university course is 
what we consider graduate work in 
America. 

The students are, for the most part, 
drawn from the middle classes. That 
means, in Russia, the professional and 
the prosperous merchant class, 

Only 5 per cent of the students can 
be Jews. The next chap in line is bar- 
red out—unless he has a lot of money. 
As no Jews aré allowed to live in the 
principal towns without a university 
degree, with the exception of the class 
known as “merchants of the first 
rank,” a very wealthy lot, one can im- 
agine ‘what this 5 per cent limitation 
means to the Jewish population. 

Tuition Almost Nothing. 


The tuition in the university costs 
next to nothing. Fifty dollars a year 
would oover it.

The students are not enrolled at the 
university under their real names. This 
fact is less self-evident than it may. 
appear, for everybody of the intellect- 
Wal class has acqua-mtances whose real 
name he would rater not know. It 
is much simpler when the police ask 
one day, “What do you know of one 
Petroff?’’ to be able to answer truth- 
fully, “I know no, Petroff.” Certainly 
one weuld have been aware that the 
name “Kirkpatrick” has far from be- 
ing the patronymic of the brilliant 
little Jew who spoke every tongue but 
that of England—but one would 
not inquire. He might have many 
more names for convenience in polit- 
ical enterprise. But unless the Mah 
ig a spy these names are assumed for 
the most part only after he has become

One enters 
the army, or the navy, and trains at 
the naval training school, if one is an 
aristocrat.

“Vsevolod was arrested the 3ist of 
January. It happened in the univer- 
sity, where they arrested over 400 stu-' 
dents. Part of them, a very small pro- 
portion, in fact, were released_and all 
of those were from St. Petersburg. But 
Vsevolod was not among these, and |

fenses, which he expilated at the time, 
he has been taken as a recediviste 
into the group of more serious offend- 
ers. Also that was the very first day 
he had taken part. Some of those ar- 
rested with him will be sent back 
home if they come from the provinces. 
Or, maybe to the inner provinces (Vol- 
ga district and so on), and part to the 
north, as graver offenders. I am afraid 
that Vsevolod will be among these, 
which, of course, is endlessly sad for 
all of us. 
After Tolstol’s Death. 

“Now, I may as well tell you all 
about it. The uneasy time began after 
Tolstoi’s death. Somehow, totally un- 
expected, there arose a high wind of 
revolt, and things became possible 
which the day before would have been 
quite out of the question. There had 
been meetings with speeches and rev- 
olutionary songs and daily demonstra- 
tions. Finally there was one very 
successful students’ demonstration on 
the Nevsky, with the cry, ‘Down with 
the death sentence!’ The next thing 
we heard was the flogging of politi- 
cal convicts at Vologda and Zorentoi, 
in Siberia. (Note—One distinguished 
man just now killed himself ratner 
than endure this). This produced 4 
three days’ strike of protest among the 
students. Most of the students were 
arrested and deported, and a circular 
was issued absolutely destroying the 
autonomy of all higher schoola. As a 
protest against thd@t circular’ there 
was proclaimed by nearly all the high- 
er schools in St. Petersburg, Moscow 
and the provinces a total strike until 
next autumn. 

‘In the university sit the police, and 
the lecturers are guarded by policemen 
to prevent the strikers from stopping 
them. Only a handful of reactionary 
students attend the lectures. 

“In Moscow the rector and pro-rec- 
tor announced that they could not keep 
their posts under the conditions of 
police surveillance within the univer- 
sity, 89 they were dismissed. To fol- 
low them, eighty professors left. So 
the better part of the university force 
is gone. 

“Four hundred and ten. students, 
among whom Vsevolod was taken the 
first day, were arrested for preventing 
the normal—or rather, abnormal—giv- 
ing of lectures. 

“Such is the sad state of affairs. It 
is so very much more sad, as Vsevolod 
has just now of late not been taking 
part in any political disturbances, and 
got arrested just by bad luck and ap- 
parently will have to suffer more than 
others. He had only three trifling ex- 
aminations left, to finish the course, 
and he has been working so hard late- 
ly that really he did not deserve this

Mrs. William Cumniing Story, of 
New York, is now a candidate for 
president general of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. 

One of the first of her ancestors in 
America was Johannis de la Montagne; 
he married a de Forest, and was the 
chief counsel during the time of Gov- 
enors Keif and Stuyvesant—he also was 
governor of Fort Orange; through his 
line Mrs. Story descends from many of 
the prominent Dutch families—Henry 
Townsend, Richard Platt, the Vermilyes, 
Gerrett Van Wagner, Domine Gideon 
Schaats, the Porters and the Van Vred- 
enburgs. 

Mrs. Story was the only daughter of 
Frances Lupton Porter and Dr. James 
Hart Allen—Jame¢s Hart Allen was the 
son of the Hon. Stephen Allen, formerly 
mayor of: New York City; through hér 
father’s ancestry Samuel Taylor’ Cole- 
ridge, the poet, and Lord Chief Justice 
Coleridge descended. Through her 
mother she descends from Jonathan 
Edwards, and also ina direct line 
through her mother from Robert Por- 
ter, of Effington, and Sir Robert Por- 
ter, both of England. Enos T. Throop, 
her great-uncle, was governor of the 
state of New York. 

Mrs. Story was educated at home by 
private tutors; she is very much inter- 
ested in music and the arts, having had 
several pictures accepted by the Amer- 
icn Art Association and the National 
Academy of Design, and hung in their 
exhibitions. The first office she held 
was president of the first society or- 
ganized in New York City, of the Chil. 
dren of the American Revolution; she 


was afterwards made director of the 
State, which office she held for a num- 
ber of years. During her term of office 
as state regent of New York D. A. R., 
she established an emergency fund for 
real Daughters; state rules were 
framed and adopted during her state 
regency; the .Washington memeorial 
tablet was placed on board the steam- 
ship George Washington, also. She was 
largely instrumental in the preserva- 
tion of Washington headquarters. 
While she was president of the City 
Federation of Women’s Clubs that or- 
ganization increased its membership 
from 12,000 to over 35,000. 

One of the first pianos ever brought 
te this eountry, which Mrs. Story. in- 
herited from her maternal great-grand- 
mother, Elizabeth Townsend, is now on 
exhibition at Washington head quan- 
ters, New York City. Other heirlooms 
Mrs. Story possesses is a bracelet of 
pearls and diamonds which was pre- 
sented to Elizabeth Townsend Porter 
Beach (Mrs. Story’s mother’s sister) by 
Queen Isabella of Spain, in reeognition 
of her poems and ability; also a gold 
medal presented to her by Empress 
Eugenie of France; both these heir- 
looms were bequeathed to Mrs. Story 
by this aunt to whom they had been 
presented. 

Mrs. William Cumming Story is a 
woman of remarkable executive ability; 
she ise non-partisan, thoroughly cog- 
nizant of parliamentary law; she is one 
of the truest, most sincere women, just 
and gracious in every way; her strong 
personality and charm of manntr are 
recognized and felt by all who meet 
and know her—she is a womanly wom- 
an, and a very lovable one.

‘CHRYSANTHEMUM PRIZE WINNER 
WRITES ABOUTFLOWER CULTURE 


| A member of the Inman Park 

Chrysanthemum Club is writing a 
series of articles on chrysanthemum 
culture for the benefit of the members 
of her club. The first article is pub- 
lisheg below in the hope that it may 
em other chrysanthemum growers. 

The first step toward making a 
lchrysanthemum beg should be with a 
tape line and a sheet of paper. Meas- 
ure the space that is to be devoted to 
plants and draw a diagram of it. 
When you have your bed on paper 
and planting time approaches, then 
is the time to prepare your real bed, 
which should be so arranged that you 
can give your plants attention with- 
out stepping on the beds. 

Sunshine and air are important fac- 
tors and needeqg by the roots of the 
, Plants as much as water, therefore a 
jgsunny situation should be selected and 
‘the plants set at least a foot and a 
| half apart, and the same distance 
should be allowed between the rows. 

Your enjoyment will be keener if 
you know the name of every chrysan- 
themum you are growing, so get ac- 
quainted with Nellie Pockett, Ben 
Wells, Charles H. Totty and the rest 
of them while they are visiting in 
your paper garden.

of April. Getting the plants out in 
April means a great deal toward hav- 
ing good blooms for the show. 

If your groung is new add some well 
rotted manure of any kind before 
spading the last time. 

A day or two before actual planting 
time comes have your ground turned 
Over again and leveled. Then refer 
to your paper garden (upon which you 
have ‘already designated the exact. 
spot you wish to put each variety) 
and dig your holes in the real garden, 
making them about a foot and a half 
apart. When your plants arrive tnere 
is nothing to be done except put them 
in the rooms that have been prepared 
for them. A handful of sand put in 
each hole before putting in the plant 
will help drainage. Press the plant 
firmly in the ground and water it; 
then see that water is given when 
the ground shows signs of dryness. 
Too much water is tinjurious; just 
enough is essential until the plants 
begin to grow. After the plants show 
Signs of active growth loosen up the 
surface of the soil twice a week if 
possible, thus keeping the ground 
open so that moisture may penetraie. 

When the plants attain a height of 
8 or 10 jnches pinch out thé top ‘to 
make them send out side shoots or 
suckers, and when these side shoots 
have grown sufficiently to enab.e you 
to see which three will be most shape- 
ly pinch off all except these three, 
which are to be the stems of the 
blooms you exhibit In the fall. 

If the plant is straight an inch wil! 
be enough to pinch out; if it has 
Srown crooked and by pinching out 
several inches you can make it 
straight don't be afraid to do so. 

A long season of uninterrupted 
growth from planting to maturity of 
the blooms is what the chrysanthemum 
needs. Common sense can be used to 
advantage in its culture. If your 
plants seems to be at a standstill spur 
them up by slightly fertilizing them— 
look at them every day and if they 
appear dyspeptic call fn a friend who 
has had more experience than youand 
let her prescribe. We are all trying 
to grow perfect bloams and are will- 
ing to help each other when we can.

Henry Turner Bailey in Personal 
~ Vein. 

Henry Turner:Bailey, who is to lec- 
ture in Taft Hall on the afternoon 
of April 4, tells us in the. follow- 
ing beautiffil lines how he has found 
his way to that dream city, or “City of 
Refuge,” of which he likes so well to 
talk. As these lines contain much that 
is personal and much that is reminis- 
cent, they will, no doubt, prove in- 
teresting to those who are anxious to 
learn more of Mr. Balley. 

“I well remember an event during 
my first year in the high school. Com- 
ing as I did, the only boy from an ex- 
treme end of the town, and meeting 
boys and girls who were entire strang- 
ers to me, I felt embarrassed and lone- 
ly. The manner, the conversation, the 
games of my new companions during 
the long recesses, were novel. During 
school hours disorder was perpetual. 
The master was somewhat deaf. The 
constant murmur of the deap-seated 
life-currents of the schoo] room never 
reached him. The tasks assigned were 
not difficult and time hung heavily 
upon my hands. The methods of teach- 
ing were irrational. I rebelled against 
algebra by rules alone, against an an- 
cient history of wars only, against a 
literature which consisted of names 
of authors;..and of book titles and 
dates—such data as tombstones might 
might furnish. 


“One stormy day when I was in the 
depths of discomfort, I discovered by 
chance upon the master’s desk Under- 
wood’s Handbook of English Litera- 
ture. How can I ever forget what 
followed. From a tangled forest full 
of sulphurous fumes I seemed to have 
escaped into a large place of sunshine 
and fresh air. The cut desks, the 
Saucy children, the deaf master, the 
old school bullding, the storm, all dts- 
apreared as by magic. I was fighting 
with Horatius at’ the bridge, I wept 
tears of joy to clasp his hand as he 
struggled dripping up the bank of Ti- 
ber. I rode with John Gilpin and 
young Lockinvar. I visited Sir Roger 
de Coverly, I saw King Arthur face 
to face, I watched with Rebecca at the 
castle window, was at the ball in Bel- 
gium’s capital upon the eve of Water- 
loo, and had a Christmas dinner with 
Tiny Tim. That old green volume 
(and I have it now in my library as a 
treasuted possession) became my door 
of hope, my foot-path to peace. It 
opened to me the way to the realms of 
the immortals, that enchanting place, 
that dream city more real than all 
our New Yorks and Chicagos, to which 
in all ages the human spirit has looked | 
for. satisfaction. 

“Since that great day I have found 
a few other roads to the place, and 
have heard of many more. Since that 
first visit I have become somewhat 
familiar with the city. It is not at 
all like the nineteenth century city so 
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more like that city which the angel 
measured with a reed, and whose 
length was twelve thousand furlongs, 
and whose length and breadth were 
equal. Its encompassing walls hold 
every beauty; its absorbing life af- 
fords all noble satisfactiéns. It has 
not only palaces and cathedrals like 
Florence, but gardens and parks like 
Rome, and Paris, and Berlin, fountains 
and streams like Damascus, orchards 
and open fields like Constantinople. 
Yes, and more, for once within, its 
walls seem to vanish, it becomes a 
place of fertile plains Ike Mesopota- 
amia, of rivers like the Nile and Eu- 
phrates, and the Rhine, and of moun- 
tains like Olympus and Sinar, and Ida, 
of 
Fontainebleau. And yet more, for here 
he who sighs for a lodge in some vast 
wilderness may find it and Omar has 
a place for himself with his jug of 
wine, and his singing friend. There is 
room for widely separated boroughs 
like Babel, and Thebés and Troy, Tyre 
and Rome and Carthage, Atlantic, Bag- 
dad and Camelot. 

“We all know about the happy place. 
Turner has painted ifs skies and its 
mountains, Daubigny* and Thaulow 
have shown us its rivers and streams, 
Corot its shady nooks, and Veronese 
its palaces. Its kings and princes look 
at us from the canvases of Titian and 
Velasquez and Van Dyke. Its_ mer- 
chants and craftsmen have been intro- 
duced to us by Rembrandt and Frans 
Hals. Itg beautiful women and chil- 
dren have been painted by Raphael 
and Murillo and Sir Joshua Rennolds. 
i&ven the animals we know through 
Rosa Bonheur and Landseer. The his- 
tory of that realm has been sung by 
poets from Homer to Stephen Phillips, 
dramatized by Sophocles and Shakes- 
peare and Wagner; painted by Carpac- 
cio and Rubens, Gerome and Hoffman 
and scores of others, and told over and 
over again by the novelists. There 
is music there forever by Mozart and 
Bach, Beethoven and Rubenstein, Men- 
delssohn and Schubert and all. the 
sweet singers of Israel.

“What we need with our good roads

Then it would be no longer a 
question of what speed could be made 
Setting back for dinner or the night 
at the tourist hotel at the starting 
point, but it would be a night of de- 
licious rest and peace in a little hotel 
at the foot of the hill, -where. the 
cooking was so goog and the bed so 
clean and comfortable. Now the aver- 
age person who Knows what the little 
hotels are will travel all night rather 
than stop at one. 
; “I have investigated and find that 
it is not so much money or buildings 
that are necessary, but a knowledge 
of cleanliness and good cooking. I 
wish that some enterprising hotel] man 
would start the crusade for better ru- 
ral hotels. It could. be accomplished, 
and there is many a little community 
in Georgia today that would furnish 
sites for beautiful winter and countr) 
residences away from the city center 
if in that community there was a ho- 
tel at whieh people could stop com- 
fortably long enough to take in the 
Situation. . 

“I do hope that the club women of 
Georgia wili keep on their movement 
to teach the women of the state the 
values of winter gardens, the values 
of learning to cook better and the for- 
tune they have in their surroundings. 
The men are having the message of 
rural betterment brought to them on 
the agricultural train, and through 
the agricultural college but the women 
are not getting the message which is 
due them.

His First Visit South. 


Although Colonel Peck did pay that 
visit here with General Sherman, which 
proved destructive, he is essentially 
the constructive spirit, and has done 
more than any individual in his sec- 
tion since the war to reconcile the re- 
lations of the southern citizen to all 
sections. This has been accomplished 
through his public speeches, throug 
his recognition of southern merit ani 
achievement wherever manifest, and 
his exploitation of the south’s inter- 
ests. Since the war he has delivered 
addresses at the leading universities 
of the south, among these the univer- 
sities of Georgia and Virginia. It was 
said of the latter address that it drew 
forth the first applause ever sounded 
in Virginia for the character of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, which was so admirably 
referred to by Colonel Peck that it 
uprooted prejudice and brought new 
light to the history of that statesman 

He has frequently entertained sovth- 
erners in his Chicago home and his 
summer home in Wisconsin, and de- 
scribes as one of the interesting inci- 
dents of his life his visit to the home

Rabies and Hydrophobia. 

Rabies is a disease of the lower ani- 
mals, and is properly termed hydro- 
phobia when present in man. The dis- 
ease itself is identical in either case. 

Until recently the exact nature of the 
poison transmitted from a mad animal 
to another, when bitten, baffled all in- 
vestigation. Today it is widely con- 
ceded, with LUttle or no contradiction, 
that the infectious poison, thus trans- 
mitted, belongs to the group of mi- 
croscopical parasites known as pro- 
tozoa—the. minutest forms of animal 
life—and spoken of specifically as Ne- 
gri “bodies,” after Negri, who dis 
evvered them. These malicious “bod- 
fies” attack from choice, and perha':s 
necessity, the nervous tissues of the 
aniual economy, and hence are aiways 
found, when present, in the brain or 
spinal cord of their victim. Parasites 
of a similar nature, but of quite an- 
other species, are well, but unfavorably 
krown as the cause of malarial fever. 
and are always present in the blood 
stream of those who are afflicted with 
“tever and ague.” Ina case of the lat- 
ter, it is an easy matter to take a 
drop of blood from the patient, and, 
after examination with the microscope,

Darien, Ga., April 1.—Colonel Wil- 
liam Clifton, known generally over 
Georgia as Colonel “Bill’’ Clifton, died 
late today at his home, The Ridge, near 
here. He was 55 years of age. He 
was formerly a state legislator, serv- 
ing in both houses, and was secretary 
of state at one time. He took part in 
several congressional campaigns in this 
district. His wife, son and daughter 
survive him. 


The news of the death of Colonel 
Clifton will come as a shock to hun- 
dreds of Georgians, and will occasion 
genuine regret. He was one of the 
best Known men in political circles in 
the state, and those who knew him had 
a genuine affection for him.

Never Received Attention. 
They expect to Show also that West 


Peachtree has never received the at- 
tention her importance demands at the 
hands of the city, that the de- 


mand for a common grade and paving 


is the first she has ever made of the 


city, and that the best interests of not 
only those living on the street, but of 
Atlantans as a whole, will. be best 
served by the speedy completion of the 
desired improvements. 

The work of arranging for the cam- 
paign for the improvements both in 
and out of council has been intrusted 
in the hands of a committee,°the mem- 
bers of which are believed ‘to be thor- 
oughly competent to carry the work 
through to success. 

W. J. Davis, James T. Wright, Judge

These gentlemen were instructed to 
begin work in the matter without de- 
lay. They are to secure a profile of 
the street showing just what amount 
of grading should be done at each 
point, how much and how far dirt will 
have to be moved, what the cost will 
be and what will-be the extent of dam- 
ages to property owners occasioned by 
the proposed change of street level, if 
any. 

Petitions for Improvements. 

In addition to this, the committee is 
to begin immediately securing signa- 
tures to petitions to the city council 
for the improvements and from state- 
ments made at the meeting, these peti- 
tions will be signed by practically 
every resident and property owner on 
the street. 

It was also shown at the meeting

Tillman Dies in Asheville, 
Whither He Went in Search 
of Health---For Years He 
Was a Political Figure in 
South Carolina. 


Asheville, N. C., April 1—With only 
his physician and a young nephew with 
him at the end, Colonel James H. Till- 
man, ex-lieutenant governor of South 
Carolina, died here tonight at 9:45. The 
end came very suddenly. 

He has been here for his health for 
the past six months and has been 
apparently getting better. A few days 
ago he became worse and reached the 
stage where it was hard for him to take 
nourishment. 

Late this afternoon he became much 
weaker, and tonight he suffered a col- 
lapse, the end following almost im- 
mediately. | 

For years he was one of the politi- 
cal leaders in South Carolina, rising 
to the position of lieutenant governor 
of the state, as a follower of his uncle, 
United States Senator Benjamin R, 
Tillman. | 

In 1903, following editorial criticisms 
in The Columbia State, he shotand kill- 
ed N. G. Gonzales on .the streets of 
Columbia, in the shadow of the state 
capitol.

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PEACE CONFERENCE 
TO BE HELD MONDAY 


San Antonio, Tex., April 1— 
On what seems absolute author- 
ity the statement is made to- 
night that an unofficial pre- 
liminary... peace conference will 
be held at El Paso on Monday at 
which Francisco I. Madero, Sr., 
and his son, Alfonso, will meet 
with Salvator Madero, a rela- 
tive and friend of President Diaz. 
The two Maderos left here se- 
cretly tonight for El Paso. On 
Monday the messenger sent to 
Francisco I. Madero, Jr., the rev- 
olutionary leader in the field, fs 
expected to return to El Paso. 
Whether the conference pro- 
ceeds further depends upon 
Madero’s reply to the proposal 
sent to him by his father. 
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Mexico City, April 1.—Committing 
himself to the advocacy of many of the 
reforms demanded by the, revolytion- 
ists. although professedly’ towing only 
to the influence of public opinion, Gen-<- 
eral Diaz answered his critics through 
his. semi-annual message at the open- 
ing today of the national congress. 

The principle of no re-election of the 
chief executive and incumbents of 
other elective offices and the reform 
of the electoral laws so that the priv,- 
lege ef the ballot may be enjoyed by 
those citizens “who are considered ca- 
pable of voting.” were advocated. 

The Reforms Advocated. 

The message refers specifically to 
the application of the no re-election 
principle, to the naming of state gov- 
ernors, one of the chief contentions of 
the discontented element throughout 
the republic, the president stating that 
if a bill providing for the “periodieal 
renovation” of the officials in question 
should come before congress it would 
have his earnest support. 

Abuse of power by jefeas politico, an- 
other of the crying evils complained of 
the rural districts 
throughout Mexico, is to be abated, ac- 
cording to the plan outlined by the 
president. 

The president proposes to improve 
the efficiency of the judiciary through 
a more careful selection of its person- 
nel and lengthening of the tenure of 
office. Efficacious punishment of ju- 
dicial functionaries for malfeasance is 
to be brought about through the en- 
actment of more stringent measures.

quired more than an hour, his voice 
was as strong at the conclusion as at 
the beginning. 

Only once was the president inter- 
rupted by applause. At the mention 
of reforms there was a spontaneous 
clapping of hands for one brief minute, 
and then no more was heard until the 
close, when the big auditorium re- 
sounded to handclapping and cries of 
“Viva.” This appeared to be gue not 
so much to a lack of appreciation as 
to the keenness with which the audi- 
erice followed the reader. Now and 
then someone would cough or a shuf- 
fling of feet would be heard, and in- 
Stantly scores of frowning faces were 
turned toward the origin of the sound, 
and a low chorus of hisses, the signal 
for silence, would arise. 

Some Reforms Proposed. 

After reviewing at length the prog- 
ress of the nation during the last six 
months, and more briefly the events 
leading up to the rebellion and its 
progress, the message continued: 

“Recent expressiong of public opin- 
ion on various questions of govern- 
mental policy have attracted general 
attention, and for this reason the ex- 
ecutive deems fit to make known the 
measures which he believes ought to 
be adopted, and the views by which he 
will be guided in hig endeavors to war- 
rant the confidence which the country 
has resposed in him. 

“The change of ministry just effect- 
ed aims, for example, at satisfying in 
practice one very general aspiration, 
which is that the political personnel 
be renovated from time to time. If I 
have not hesitated to part with the 
services of capable, loyal and honest 
advisers, who for a greater or less 
length of time had given ms their 
valued co-operation, my single aim has 
been to set the precedent of not carry- 
ing on the government §indefinitely 
with the same cabinet, however high 
may be the merits of the persons com- 
posing it, and to show that room 
should be made from time to time to 
new energies in the direction of public 
affairs. 

“Furthermore, measures will be 
taken that will demonstrate a firm 
purpose to give heed to fYreasonable 
complaints that are made against some 
of the authorities, especially those 
who are in close touch with the peo- 


ple. 

“It is to be hoped that in this policy 
the federal government will be second- 
ed by the governors of the states, 
which, by reason of the administrative 
instrumentalities, depending on them, 
are better able to remedy the evil in 
question. 

Principle of No Re-Election. 

“The principle of no re-election for 
executive functionaries, elected by 
Eoeer suffrage, had not of late been 

roached in any of the legislative as- 
semblies ‘of the repuDlic, and for that 
reason the federal executive had not 
thought proper to express an opinion 
as to a question which, by its nature, 
falls within the province of those as- 
senmblies, but seeing that the issue as 
recently brought up in some of the 
state legislatures and discussed in the 
press, the executive takes this occa- 
sion to manifest his hearty assent to 
the principle in question, and to de- 
clare that If a bili is brought before 
congress providing for the periodical 
renovation of the functionaries re- 
ferred to, the administration will give 
to such measure its earliest support. 

“Intimately bound up with the adop- 
tion of the principle of no re-election 
is the question of the reform of the 
electoral laws, for, inasmuch as the 
long continuance in power of certain 
'functionaries ts believed to be in part 
attributable to the defects of those 
laws, it is indispensable without delay 
to amend them, in order to insure the 
electoral activity of those citizens who 
are considered capabie of voting with 
a full consciousness of what they are 
doing. 

“In view of the not very satisfactory 
iresults of the measures hitherto taken 
to bring about the divisions of large 
rival estates on terms that weuld be 
fair to all concerned, so as to render 
those estates available for tillage. the 
executive is determined to find means 
for carrying out this important pro}j- 
— in the most efficient manner pos- 
sible. 


Jedicial Reforms Adveocated. 


“At different thmes endeavors have 
been made to introduce reformg in the 


| adminiettation of justice in the federal 
courts, and in the local courts of the 
federal district and territories, ané@ 
those endeavors alone suffice to dem- 
onstrate the importance which the 
executive attaches ,to the improvement 
of this ' vital function. At the same 
time, the executive is not unawate that 
much remains to be done to complete 
the work, and to correct the defects 
which observation brings to Nght and 
public opinion points out. 

The various measures which it is 
proposed to introduce after a mature 
and minute consideration of all tha 
elements of the problem, will aim 
fundamentally at insuring more effect- 
ively the independence of the judiciafy 
by securing a more select personnel 
and lengthening their term of office, 


While another object of the measure 
in question will be to render more 
stringent the responsfbilities: of judi- 
cial functionaries by providing really 
efficacious forms of procedure _ for 
bringing them to account in case of 
malfeasance.”’ 
Mobilization of American Army. 

General Diaz paid a high tribute to 
the lovaity and valor of the Mexican 
soldiers, and. took up fhe subject of 
the mobilization of the American army. 

In connection with these serious oc- 
currences, the executive had observed 
that the rebels were recruiting fili- 
busters and effecting their organiza- 
tion on American territory, and there- 
fore drew the attention of the gov- 
ernment of the United States to the 
acts. That government, acting by ver- 
tue of its laws of neuirality, at once 
adopted such measures as it deemed 
adequate, which the government of 
Mexico recognized and appreciates. 

A little later, there was an unusual 
concentration of American forces near 
the border. | 

“The executive, as ihn duty bound,” 
Says General Diaz, “gave instructions 
to our ambassador at Washington to 
ask for an explanation of the step, 
though those instructions crossed a 
message from President Taft, in 
which he spontaneously gave assur- 
ances that this concentration of forces 
had no significance which should cause 
concern to the friendly neighbors of 
the United States on the south. The 
withdrawal of American warships 
which had been ordered to the waters 
of both our coasts and the fact that 
the land forces are shortly to engage 
in maneuvers afford the best proof of 
the sincerity of those assurances 
which have been reiterated on subse- 
quent occasions.’ 


Events Leading Up to Rebellion. 

Reviewing the circumstances leading 
up to the rebellion, President Diaz, in 
his message, said: 

“A group which at the last federal] 
elections presented candidates for the 
presidency and vice presidency of the 
republic, only polling, however, a small 
minority of the votes, proved unwilling 
to limit its activities to the legitimate 
exercise of the popular suffrage which 
it had advocated, but after the élec- 
tions were over, took up arms, dis- 
turbing The peace which the country 
had for long years enjoyed.” 

After relating the discovery in ad- 
vance of the plot, and the outbreak 
at Puebla, the message resumed: 

“On the date set for the genera] in- 
sufrection, various groups, composed 
chietly of the peasant ciass, rose in 
arms in the mountainous region of 
western Chihuahua, taking advantage 
of favorable local conditions ‘enabling 
them to defend themselves, and to 
elude the. pursuit of the first troops 
sent against them. These circum- 
stances, tegether with the efficacious 
co-operation which the rebels have re- 
ceived in men and warlike , supplies, 
both from foreign sources and fram a 
group of Mexicans who for years 
have conspired not only against 
|present, but’ also against -all’ s 
order, afford a ready explanation 
it is that the revolt has gradually 
tended over almost the entire state lof 
Chihuahua, and to sundry points 
the states of Sonora and 
notwithstanding the efforts of the fed- 
eral government and the governments 
of the several stages in 
check it.”

San Antonio, Texas, April 1.—Presi- 
dent Diaz's message to the Mexican 
congress received no acclaim from Gus- 
tavo Madero or Jose Sanchez Agcona, 
secretary of the junta at Washington. 

“That message does not make for 
peace,” said Don Gustavo. “It says 


_nothing of moment about the revo- 


lutionists.” 

Senor Azcona ‘said, “It has been is- 
sued, not because President Diaz be- 
lieves in the reforms he proposes, but 
because the growing force of the rev- 
olution has rendered concession nec- 
essary.” . 

Senor Azcona declared that the rev- 
Olutionary leaders appreciated deeply 
the efforts made by the elder Madero 
to bring about peace, which all pa- 
triotic Mexicans desired. He stressed 
the point, however, already made by 
one member of the Madero family here, 
that the first suggestion of the possi- 
bility of ‘peace conference came from 
the other side. 

“That the government is granting 
reforms and asking peace,” he said, 
‘is due fo the fact that the reforms 
have been taken, arms in hand.” 

Francisco I. Madero and his son, Al- 
fonso,. left here tonight for El Paso, 
presumably to get in closer communi- 
cation with the leaders in the field.

FUR EARLY PEACE 


Believed That War Will 
Continue in Mexico. 


Rebels Are Active in Spite of 
Peace Talk---They Are Still 
Destroying Railroad Property 
and Sacking the Mining 
Camps. 


El Paso, Texas, <Aprjl 1.—Gloom 
hangs tonight over those circles where 
dispatches of the last week aroused 
hopes for an early peace in Mexico. 
Cause, therefore, is found in the in- 
surrecto activities which continue 
throughout the disturbed regions and 
along the border, according to private 
and news dispatches received here to- 
day. These include continued destruc+ 
tion of railroad property between Du- 
rango and Torreon, the sacking of the 
Mezquital del Oro mining camp in 
Zacatecas, and the invasion of Jalisco 
by an insurgent band under Luis Moya. 

Ammunition Seized. 

Local interest was accentuated by 
the report of Customs Collector Sharp 
that a quantity of ammunition, routed 
to Mexico, supposedly for the insur- 
rectos, had been seized by American 
troops at Columbus, N. M., today. Ad- 
vices state that the insurrectos had 
established a chain of guards from 
Columbus to Casas Grandes, and as 
they control the custom house at Vol- 
omas, gpposite Columbus, they were 
receiving arms and ammunition direct 
from shippers. 

There has been no further fighting 
in Sonora as far as known in Hermo- 
sillo. Dispatches from that city today 


| tell only of the bringing in of wound- 


ed federals from San Rafael, there be- 
ing sixty-six wounded now in the 
capital. Many died on the field as 
there was no physicians with the fed- 
eral troops. iIndiams fought on both 
sides, the Pimas with the ineurrectos 
and Yaquis with the federals. 
Sixteen Federals Killed, 

Torreon reports the receipt of ad- 
vices that Captain Lemas and sixteen 
federal cavalrymen were trapped by 
insurrectos near Guencamo, and part 
were killed and the others tgken pris- 
oners. The latter, it is said, were 
taken to Guencamo for execution. 
Dispatches also state that insurrectos 
took the town of Camacho Thursday, 
tore out the telegraph instruments and 
burned bridges. 

From Parral comes advices of the 
arrest of Jesus Miguel Ponce, alleged 
to have been a bandit prior to the in- 
surrection. Recently he has been 
operating with Pancho Villa, also a 
noted chief of bandits in times of 
peace.

Casas Grandes, Mexico; some of whom 

are Americans, will be properly carej 

for pending their trials was received 

by the state department today in a 

telegram from American Consul Ed- 

wards at Juarez.

GOTHAM PARADISE 
FOR CRIMINALS 


So Says Magistrate Corri- 
, gan in Answering 


Mayor Gaynor. 


New York, April 1.—~(Special.)—<At 
the weekly luncheon of the City Club 
this afternoon Magistrate Joseph Cor- 
rigan, challenged Mayor Gaynor. to 
substaatiate his claims.that ‘New York 
is the most orderly large city in the 
world.” 

The magistrate by quoting statistics 
and delivering figures, sought to prove 
that Mayor Gaynor is either misinform- 
ed or misrepresenting the facts. 

Magistrate Corrigan’s figures show a 
tremendous falling off in 1910 of ar- 
rests for gambling, homicide, larceny, 
vagrancyCand excise violations. 

In the course of his address the mag- 
istrate went into the details relative to 


and the police force demoralized. He 
fave the names of scores of criminals 
of both sexes, well known to the po- 
lice, Who are living and practicing their 


} dresses of dives and. disorderly places; 
declared there are 800 unlicensed sa- 
loons in the city, and that no attempt 
is made to enforce the excise law, and 
asserted that graft is being paid to 
police officers by proprietors of gamb- 
ling houses and disorderly places. 

“The success of a police department.” 
said Magistrate Corrigan, “is measured 
by the ratio of arrests to complaints. 
I defy Mayor Gaynor and his police 
commissioner to show the ‘squeal book’ 
in which complaints are entered, com- 
pare it with the pink slips on which 
detectives make their reports on such 
complaints.” 

Magistrate Corrigan quoted from an 
article written by Mayor Gaynor while 
a justice of the supreme court, which 
appeared in the North American Review 
in February, 1903. In this article the 
right of judges to criticise officials 
and conditions is upheld. 

“Ther: has been no more persistent 
champion of free speech than Mayor 
Gaynor,” he said. 

He then recalled to his hearers that 
Mayor Gaynor has classed him with 
certain magistrates who had been re- 
moved from office in Brooklyn. He 
asked if Mayor Gaynor classed with 
perjury the offense of telling of condi- 
tions as they are. In this connection, 
he said he defied Mayor Gaynor to re- 
move him from office. 

After giving names and locations of 
dives, disorderly places, Magistrate 
Corrigan read the following statistics: 
“The arrests for felonies in 1909 
were 24,000; for misdemeanors, 192,000, 
making a total of 216,000, resulting in 
123,000 convictions, or about 60 per 
cent. In 1910 the arrests for felonies 
were 20,000; for misdemeanors 137,000 
making a total of 157,000 resulting in 
94,000 convictions, or about 60 per 
cent. 

‘These figures are exclusive of juve- 
nile delinquency.” 

As Magistrate Corrigan finished his 
speech a little before five o'clock, 
Deputy.Police Commissioner Flynn led 
a raid on an alleged gambling house at 
100 West Forty-third street, only a 
block and a half away from the club. 
Many of those who had listened to 
the magistrate rushed out and joined 
the matinee crowds, which watched the 
raid.

Changes in the Rules. 

The important changes in the rules

The democratic caucus met this 
morning and tits session continued 
through the aftefnoon ang evening. 

Presided over by Albert 8S. Burleson, 
of Texas, as chairman, and W. A. Ash- 
brook, of Ohio, as secretary, the cau- 
cus disposed of the rules, the commit- 
tee assignments and the economy pro- 
gram made before 6 o’clock, and com- 
pleted the election of officers of the 
house tonight. 

Following the adoption of the rules, 
Chairman Henry, of the new rules com- 
mittee, stated that they would be of- 
fered to the housewimmediately after 
the preliminary organization of the 
sixty-second congress. 

To Reduce House Payroll. 

In its efforts to reduce the house 
payroll and dispense with extra em- 
ployees, the democratic caucus author- 
ized sweeping changes. The abolish- 
ment of ninety-eight appointive posi- 
tions; the dropping of six standing 
committees from the house list and the 
abolishment of the extra pay allowed 
each session to the employees are im- 
portant features of the plan. 

The first of these items is expected 
to save $120,000; the second $12,000, 
and the withholding of the “extra 
month” will save another $50,000. The 
positions under the house, heretofore 
apportioned amongst the members gern- 
erally, are to be given by the demo- 
crats to those members who were not 
given committee chairmanships. 

In its attempt at economy, the demo- 
cratic organization decided that forty- 
two of the special policemen employed 
about the capitol could be dispensed 
with and that thirty-two clerkships 
and minor positions under the clerk 
of the house could be abolished. One 
chief bill clerk with four assistants 
and a stenographer is to take the place 
of the large number of clerks removed. 

The plan offered by the ways and 
means committee and adopted by the 
democratic caucus is the result of the 
reorganization work done by Repre- 
Sentative A. Mitchell Palmer, of Penn-. 
Sylvania, a member of the ways and 
means committee. The six committees 
also are those on militia, Pacific rail- 
roads, private land claims, levees and 
improvements of the Mississippi river 
and ventilation and: acoustics. The 
work of these committees had either 
disappeared completely or had been 
taken over by other cammittees. 

The caucus approved the 
plan.

The Democratic Program. 

Here is the “rogram for the session 
as contained in resolutions adopted by 
the caucus: : 

Resolved, That the democratic mem- 
bers of the various committees of the 
house are directed not to report to the 
house during the first session of the 
sixty-second congress, unless hereafter 
directed by this caucus, any legislation 
except in reference to the following 
matters: 

1. The election of United States sen- 
ators by the people. 

2. Legislation relating to the pub- 
licity of campaign contributions before 
and after elections. 

$8. The Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment, general tariff legislation and leg- 
islation affecting the revenue of the 
government. 

4. Th reapportionment of the house of 
representatives to conform to the thir- 
teenth decennial census. 

5. Resolutions of inquiry and resolu- 
tions touching the action of the exec- 
utive departments. 

6. The admission of the territories 
of New Mexico and-Arizona to state- 
hood. 

7. Any deficiency bills that the’ exi- 
gencies of the government may require 
to be considered at this time and. bills 
to correct errors of enrolling in the ap- 
propriations acts approved March 4, 
1911. 

8. Legislation regarding to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

The adoption of the program came at 
the end of the second caucus session of 
the day. It followed the adoption of 
the committee slate as prepared by the 
ways and means committee and the r@ 
vised rules of the house as framed by 
the new tentative committee on rules 
out of the reapportionment of the coun- 
try in the basis of the thirteenth cen- 
sus, the resolution to start an investi- 
gation of the expenditures of the fed- 
eral government, the proposed new leg- 
islation looking to the restriction and 
curtailment of campaign contributions 
from the great corporations interested 
in legislation and providing for the 
fullest publicity of their resources and 
the proposed legislation for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia were all -matters 
either ignored or passed in unsatisfac- 
tory form by the preceding congress. 

An effort will be made to obtain 
passage of the statehood bils for Ari- 
gona and.

Wisconsin Senator Seeks 
Nomination Over 
Taft. 


New York, April 1.—(Special.)—*"Sen- 
ator La Follette is a candidate for 
president. He will seek the nomination 
over President Taft in the republican 
national convention next year, and will 
have many delegates from the ‘north- 
western states.” 

This was said by J. Adam Bede, once 
republican representative from Minne- 
sota, who has just finished a consider- 
able tour of the region mentioned. 

“Mind you, I am not a La Follette 
man,” said Mr. Bede; “but you can dis- 
cern in states like Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin and farther to the west a senti- 
ment for the La Follette view of things, 
and it is generally conceded throughout 
the Gopher and Badger dominions that 
La Follette-is going to make an open 
and stubborn fight, not only. to get 
the nomination for himself, but. to em- 
barrass the Taft administration. First 
of all, La Follette expects to elect the 
delegates-at-large from his own state.

The Express Business. 
Mr. Albert ’.. Atwood, writing 
the March American Magazine, 
the full light of publicity on the ex- 
press business in this country and the 
eperations of the express companies, 
six of whom control $0 per cent of it.

“Railways, as we Know, are public 
highways, and the right to construct, 
maintain and operate them is a fran- 
chise which can be exercised enly by 
legislative authority. Therefore, the 
estate may reguiate them to the extent 
of the public interest. But this is not 
all. The railways have hed conferred 
upon them a certain portion of the sov- 
ereicnty of the state—the right of em- 
inent domain, which is the right to 
take property, even against the will of 
the owner. Now, the highest courts 
have decided that a railroad may per- 
mit subordinate agencies to carry on 

mn of its functions. But that very

Within its limited 
sphere the express company, say the 
courts, bears the same relation to the 
public as does a railroad. The foun- 
tain cannot rise higher than its source. 

Beyond discussion, then, is the right 
of the state to regulate railroads, and 
consequently, express companies.  In- 
deed, it is one of the fundamentals of 
our law. The state confers a portion 
of its sovereigmity upon these agencies 
of its creation, butit does not surrender 
or abdicate that sovereignty. The grant 
of eminent domain implies beyond ali 
eise that rates shall be reasonable and 
free from discrimination. 

“It may even be maintained that ex- 
press companies owe greater duties to 
the public than do the other common 
carriers, such as the railroads. for they 
are engaged in @ business in which the 
government itself is ex#gaged to a large 
extent. The express companies com- 
pete directiy with the postoffice in 
transporting of small packages, a busi- 
ness which the postoffice carries on. 
But the postoffice runs at a loss. 
whereas the express companies make 
an enormous profit, and are enabled to 
do so only because they use the public 
-highways, which. were established for 
public purposes. 3

OF MURDERED TEXAS FAMILY 


San Antonio, Texas, April 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—An unusual funeral procession 
was seen here today .when_ three 
hearses containing the bodies of 
Louis Cdssaway, his wife, and three 
children were driven to the cemetery. 
The entire Cassaway family were mys- 
teriously murdered at the family home 
in Olive street, the assassin using an 
axe to dispatch his ‘victims. When 
the bodies were buried the father oc- 
cupied one coffin, the mother and her 
6-months-old babe another, and the 
two children, aged respectively 3 and 
6, the third. The murder of the Cassua- 
way family is the most mysterious 
that ever took place in this city, and 
so far there is no clue to the person 
who did the bloody work. Cassaway 
was the janitor at a negro school, and 


is said to have been a well-behaved 
member of his race. His wife, who 
was very fair of complexion, was be- 
lieved to have been a white woman, 
but those who have known her de- 
clare she contained a trace of negro 
blood, and on that account was di- 
vorced ten years ago or more from a 
cowboy to whom she was married in 
her girlhood. It is a commonly ac- 
cepted theory here that the killing was 
done by someone who, believing that 
Mrs. Cassaway was a white woman, 
and being insanely opposed to any 
mixture of the whites and blacks, con- 
celved the notion of wiping out the 
entire family. In many respects the 
killing of the family is the most re- 
markable in the criminal annals of 
Texas, the murderer leaving absolute- 
ly no clue to his or her identity.

Work Will Begin as Soon 
as Preliminary Exami-

The contract for grading the first 
section of the Atlanta and Carolina 
railroad, between Atlanta and Conyers, 
has been let, and work will begin on 
the new line within a month. The 
contractors who were awarded the 
work are Adams & Sturm, railroad con- 
tractors, Columbus, Ohio.

The news will be received- with in- 
terest by Georgians who live in the 
country between Atlanta and Augusta, 
which is penetrated by only branch- 
line railways, as it means the further 
development of this rich section. 

M. Mason, president and general 
manager of the new railroad, an- 
nounces that the right-of-way has been 
secured all the way from Atlanta to 
Augusta, and that both cities have 
granted franchises for the running of 
the Tine through the streets. When 
work is begun it will start at White 
City, and progress toward Conyers, an- 
other force of laborers will begin the 
laying of tracks toward the center of 
Atlanta from White City to the corner 
of Alabama and South Broad streets: 

Mr. Mason has just returned from an 


automobile tour over the proposed line 
of the railroad with several northern 
capitalists, and announces that all finan- 
cial arrangements for the first section 
have been completed.

NITROGEN SOURCE 


Dr. Andrew M. Soule Writes 
Most Interesting 
Article.

= 


Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president of 
the State College of Agriculture at 
Athens, whose successful]! tour with the 
Agricultrual College on Wheels, 
just some to a close, has written a 
most interesting article on “Cotton Seed 
Meal as the Source of itrogen.” In 
view of the fact the farmers of Geor- 
gia are at present engaged in plant- 
ing, this splendid article is repro- 
duced in part, as follows: 

“Nitrogen, which is concerned with 
the various gfowth of farm crops, is 
one of the most expensive and diffi- 
cult elements to supply the soil. The 
best sources, therefore, from which it 
may be derived are of more than mo- 
mentary concern to the farmer. An in- 
vestigation of the agricultural prac- 
tices reveal] the fact that not enough 
nitrogen is used, ag a rule, to insure 
ae best yields<f corn, cotton and other 
farm crops. This, probably, is due, in 
some measure, to its relative high cost 
and to the failure to uppreciate its <38- 
sential nature in producing the size 
and type of stalk which is associated 
with large yields. 

“Nitrogen may be obtained from 
quite a variety of sources by the av- 
erage farmer. For instance, there is 
nitrate of soda and sulphate of am- 
monia, the one being derived from 
mines in South America, and the other 
being & by-product of coal gas-pro- 
ducing cooking ovens. 

“Cotton seed meal and high-grade 
dried blood make an excellent form of 
fertilizer to use where there is a fair 
amount of vegetable matter in the 
soll, since they may be mixed with 
the earth and yard manure used in the 
drill] row and save the cost of making a 
side application Especially would 
this be true on clay lands. On very 
sandy soils, low in vegetable matter. 
a side application is often desirab.e, 
and the same formula may be used 
since the blood and cotton seed meal, if 
applied about six weeks after p.anting. 
would yield up their nitrogen quickiy 
enough to meet the needs of the crop. 
Low-grade dried blood is not so good 
as the high grade, and one should be 
particular in purchasing and -utilis- 
ing it. 

“There remains to discuss, therefore, 
but one source of nitrogen which is 
generally available to the farmers of 
the south, and that is cotton seed meal. 
This is an organic source of nitrogen 
and relatively slowly availabe. On 
this account, it furnishes a fine basis 
for all fertilizer formulas. Where 
high-grade materias are not sought, a 
fertilizer may be obtained conta ning 
from 2 to 3 per cent of nitrogen from 
the use of cotton seed meal alo e. 
Where hich grades are destred, ani it 
is important to-stimulate the crop 1 
mediately after germination, the com- 
bination of some forms of nitrogen 
mentioned above with cotten seed meal, 
not only raises the standard of fer- 
tilizer, but provides, as already i~di- 
ideal combination of these 


crop throughout a long growirg sea- 
son. Of course, In purchasing nitrogen 
one should be governed to some extent 
a pound of 
available pliant food. Attention sho .1!ld 
also be given to its relative av~-i abil- 
ity and the conditions under whi-h it 
can be utilized with the least d‘n-er 
t loss’ through leaching or fermenta-

NEW YORK LAWYER CAUGHT — 
IN TOILS OF GEORGIA LAW) 


Frederick M. Czachi, one of the New 
York lawyers who has been suing the 
Baroness Rosenkrantz for attorneys’ 
fees, has learned something about the 
minor points of Georgia law since his 
visit to Atlanta. Also he just missed 
getting an opportunity to secure first- 
hand information concerning the fa- 
cilities of the Tower, as he was put 
under temporary arrest late Friday 
afternoon by Deputy Sheriff Broadnax, 
who served a bail trover on him to se- 
cure certain papers which the Baron- 
ess Rosenkrantz claims that he is 
holding without warrant. 

Bond was fixed at $10,000. The Dail 
trover, which is file@d in the name of 
Rebecca D. Rosenkrantz, is to obtain 
possession of a number of papers and 
some persona] correspondence valued 
by her at $5,000. The papers are in 
connection with the administration 
and adjudication of claims against the 
W. B. Lowe estate, and check books, 
cancelled checks, court papers and 
Private correspondence between the 
baroness, then Mrs. English, and Col 
onel J. W. English and Captain J. W. 
English, and other private letters are 
among the articles specified in the 
trove. 

Deputy Broadnax found Attorney 
Czachi in Attorney John Tye'’s office 
and explained the natureofhis errand.

After considering the paper, Attorney 
Czachi informed the deputy that he 
would give him neither the papers 
nor the bond. 

“Then you will have to go to jail,” 
said the deputy. 

Whereupon Attorney Czachi learned 
that in Georgia a bail trover suit 
means just one of three things, the de- 
livery of the articles specified, satis- 
factory bond or lodgment in jail. That 
caused the New Yorker to reverse his 
decision, and he asked for time in 
which to make bond. It Was ar- 
ranged that he should be at liberty to 
do so until Saturday morning. 

Saturday morning he appeared at 
the sheriff's office with a bondsman, 
but the surety was rejected. 

“What must I do about this?’ ques- 
tioned the deputy of Attorney Reuben 
Arnold, 

“Just tell] him that we want satis- 
factory bond, and if he doesn’t give 
it, just hold him,” was the lawyer's 
instructions. 

Later, however,. it was agreed that 
the papers should be turned over ‘to 
Attorney Henry Peeples for keeping, 
and on that condition Czachi was re- 
leased. 

In New York, replevin suits, which 
correspond to the Georgia bail trover, 
do not permit the arrest of a defendant 
unless a writ of attachment is seé- 
cured, and because of this Attorney 
Czachi was not quite prepared for the 
matter-of-fact way in which Deputy 
Broadnax informed him that the bail 
trover meant papers, bond or jail.

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ATLANTA SUMMER COLONY 
IN BLUE RIDGE MOUNTAINS 


Community living has made its ap- 
peal to a number of Atlantans, and, in 
a brand-new summer 
colony, complete in itself, and alto- 
gether charming and attractive, is to 
be formed among the foothills of the 
Blue Ridge mountains. 

The new colony is to be known as 
“Rabun Colony.” Appfication for a 
charter "was made Saturday by Colonel 
Walter P. Andrews, attorney for the 
petitioners, who state that they wish 
to be incorporated as ‘“‘Rabun Colony.” 

The settlement is to be established 
among the mountains of Rabun coun- 
ty, in the extreme northeastern por- 
tion of the state. The tract igs near 
the North Carolina line, and on the 
eastern slope of the Blue Ridge. 
Among the petitioners are Julian 
Field, John Hill, R. E. Miller, C. E. 
Harmon, Walter P. Andrews, Dr. Roy 
Harris, Father Gunn, Sam Barnett, and 
others. 

A tract of 500 acres has been ac- 
quired. The land lies in a basin, and 
at the foothills of some of the high- 
est mountains of the Blue Ridge. A 
large stream, known as Betty’s creek, 
penetrates the property, and will be 
formed into a large lake by a dam 
which will be constructed at once. 
About the lake will be arrayed the 
bungalows, club house and boat houses 
of the colonists. The altitude of the 
lake proper will be over 3,000 feet 
above the sea level, and arising from 
its waters on the shore opposite the 


houses will be the Ridge Fole and 


Frazier Nose, two of the loftiest peaks 
of the Nantahalas. 

The property is located about three 
miles from Dilliard, Ga., on the Tal- 
lulah FaNs branch of the Southern 
Railway. It is four and a half hours’ 
ride from Atlanta, with ideal schedule, 
making it sufficiently accessible for 
a week-end resort as well as conve- 
nient for those who stay longer. 

The work of establishing the colony, 
building dam and other accessories 
will be started without delay with the 
view of having it ready for the late 
summer months and for. the Indian 
summer, the most ideal] season in the 
mountains. 

The stream supplying the proposed 
lake abounds in the native speckled 
mountain trout as well as rainbow 
trout, which have been planted there 
by the government. Quail, wild tur- 
key and other game are in abundance 
in the surrounding country. 

The land adjoins a vast virgin 
wilderness of unbroken mountain for- 
est extending for 20 miles into North 
Carolina. It is understood that the 
colony is -private in its nature and 
no provisions will be made for the re- 
ception of the general public, only 
members andg their ‘guests being’ per- 
mitteq on the reservation. The mem- 
bership will probably be limited to 
twenty shareholders, each of whom ex- 
pects to build. a bungalow on limited 
tracts. The remaining property will 
be held in common. 

Pending’ formal organization, Julian 
Field is acting as trustee for the in- 
corporators and at an early date the 
members wil] go to Rabun county to 
select the sites of their bungalows.

At this season of the year I have fre- 
PS any inquiries from novices asking 
Ow is the best way td pack settings 
of eggs for hatching so that they will 
reach their destination safely. The 
numberof these questions this year 
would. indicate that the number of be- 
ginners is unusually large this sea- 
son. 

ges for hatching are usually ship- 
ped by express, and one of the best 
—- I have ever used is to pack 

in gum baskets with a single 
handle that will not lie down. This 
prevents careless express messengers 
from piling other baskets or boxes on 
top of them. 

Most poultry supply dealers sell 
what are known as Eyric egg baskets 
for shipping. These baskets are di- 
vided into compartments, each com- 
partment holding an egg. The small- 
est size, 15 eggs, cost about $1.25 per 
dozen, and the 30-egg size $2 per dozen. 
* Gum baskets are used more exten- 
BSively than any other. The baskets 
costing, nested, three sizes, about 8&9 
cents per dozen. 

it requires considerable skill and 
a good knowledge of details to pack 
eges for hatching so that they will 
reacn their destination in good con 
dition and hatch well. 

:xereise the same care and follow 
the sam® rule for packing one setting 
as for one hundred eggs, except as t» 
size of basket, always having tne pack- 
age just large enough to hold the 
exgs and mecessary packing material. 
if the order calls for 100 eggs, | would 
prefer two medium sized baskets to 
one. 

First, line the basket with newspa- 
pers and then put about one inch of 
excelsior in the bottom. Now the bas-

stood singly, on end, leaving a one- 
thon Space between each of the eggs. 
These spaces are filled with excelsior, 
crowded in firmly so as to keep the 
eggs not only from the sides of the 
basket, but to keep them from shak- 
ing. 

This bottom layer of eggs is then 
covered with exceisior, about one inch 
deep, and all other lavers likewise 
packed and covered as the others, with 
the exception of the top and last layer, 
eovering which should be thicker and 
roundel up so that when the canvas 
cover is sewed on and drawn down 
tight, the eggs cannot by any possi- 
bility shake around in the basket. The 
label, if you use one, can best be sew- 
ed to the canvas cover before the cover 
is put on the basket. 

You can have “Eges for hatching. 
Handle with care,” printed on your lIa- 
bel. Use a bagging needle and: strong 
cotton string and sew the canvas to 
the rim or through the splits of fhe 
Hasket, drawing it down tight, so that 
the packing will spring up when preas- 
ed with the hand. A basket about the 
size of an 8-pound grape basket wil! 
hold a setting of eggs. For two set- 
tings, a one-fourth bushel basket is 
necessary, and for fifty eggs a one- 
half bushel basket is required. Excel- 
gior for packing the eggs can usually 
be procured at all furniture or general 
stores "where furniture is handled, o: 
it can be bought in bales, about 100 
pounds for $1.25. Where one ships a 
lot of eges it is cheaper to buy a bale, 
as the furniture stores usually charge 
10 cents a sack for a two-bushel sack. 
Sometimes they will give it to you, but 
not often. For wrapping the eggs, a 
soft grade of newspaper is used. The 
eg@m@s are placed in the basKets on end, 
preferably, with the little end down. 

Fertile exes with strong’ shells, 
Tightly packed, preperly labeled and 
from the right kind of stock, can be 
shipped safely by express, and can be 
depended upon to hatch on arrival at 
destination. It is not necessary to 
State here that eggs to produce strong, 
healthy chickens must be fertile and 
laid by healthy hens. 

Fertile exes to ship safeéiy must 
strong shells For this purpose Keep 
oyster shells before the hens all the 
time, and plenty of green food. I have 
heard complaints of shells of egxs be- 
ing too thick to hatch well an in- 
eubator. when the hens were allowed 
all the shelis they could eat, but it 
is really a great trouble to get tlie 
shells strong enough, ially when 
the flock averages five for each 
week.

I 
have eight hens and one cock that will 
be a year old April 1, 1911. My hens 
have laid 200 eggs up to date, and I 
have twenty-eight chicks. My chickens 
run at large on the farm, and are very 
fine birds, but not more than one-third 
of the eggs hatch, and would like to 
know what is the matter. I have nests 
made of straw, in. shallow boxes. 
Would like to get another cock, as I 
raised mine with the hens I have. I 
will not write much, as I’m afraid this 
will find the wastebasket. Any infor- 
mation given will be appreciated. 

Answer—The trouble may be caused 
by the hens, though I am inclined to 
think it’s the male bird at fault. Pick 
up one or two of your heaviest looking 
hens and see if they are fat; if so, cut 
down the feed an& make them work 
for most all they get. In any event 
would procure a new male as soon as 
possible. a

Miss. Bettie M. Wilson, Millboro 
Springs, Va.—Let this “old maid” into 
the meeting again after one year’s ab- 
sence. Uncle Joe, I know you will re- 
joice with me when I tell you of my 
queer luck with turkeys. Mine were 
all dying when I wrote to you, and I 
hua only seven left in August. I sold 
out one day to a man who offered me 
75 cents each. One old turkey hen stole 
her nest out, and in October came off 
with six little turkeys. The weather 
was warm, so I left them alone until 
the nights got cool. I fed them just a 
little dry bread crumbs and turned 
them out every day. There were only 
about four days that they had to stay 
in the coop. One little fellow died be- 
cause the mother came off the nest too 
soon, but the others are grown and so 
healthy. I invite you and Aunt Joe to 
eat Easter dinner with me. They say 
“all things come to those who wait,” 
and I have been wondering why your 
picture was not in the chicken page, 
and intended asking you to have it 
there. Imagine my surprise this week 
when “Uncle Joe” met me when I opened 
The Constitution. I have lost sight of 
the Douglass Mixture, and wish some 
one would write it and send to me. I 
am convinced now that my turkeys had 
lice on them, and it was no black head 
at all. I fed them entirely too much. 1 
might do better with fowls if there was 
a “John” to make me coops, etc., but 
none of them come this way. 

Answer—The “old maid” is a wel- 
come member at the meeting. Your 
experience was “queer,” indeed. Too 
much attention to turkeys and chickens 
is often worse than none. 

Think the appearance of the old 
man’s picture at the head of this col- 
umn startled not a few of the mem- 
bers of this club, judging from the 
number of comments I have recelved.

You will not find your Kel- 
lerstrass Orpingetons laying so many 
eges, but when it comes to a good 
dinner for a hungry man at harvest 
time, the Orpingtons will fill the bill. 

Your idea of taking chicks away 
from hen and raising in a brooder is a 
<eooAh one, for by this means you get 
a few dozen more eggs, and the chicks 
will really do better—this grow 
faster, if fed by hand.

‘he has contributed to an industry that 


last year farmed a million-dollar 
crop, which placed on the market in 
various forms, reached the enormous 
sum of $36,000,000. 

It is, nevertheless, true that the in- 
dustry in the ever-present goober in 
this country has reached these enorm- 
ous proportions. The business of 
growing peanuts is a large factor upon 
farms in the southern states, where 
the soil and climatic conditions are 
suitable for their development. 

This little seductive nut—a resolu- 
tion to eat “just one” Is soon forgot- 
ten—whose birthplace its America, so 
far as its development commercially is 
concerned, was until comparatively re- 
cently unappreciated elther as to “the 
money in them” or as a really nutriti- 
ous product. 

Today the peanut plays an impor- 
tant part in pleasure, from the swell 
dinner to the more joyous democracy 
of the circus, ball game or picnic. 
After all, what is a ball game, a pic- 
nic or a circus without the peanut ac- 
companiment? It would be like pud- 
ding at Christmas without the sauce 
that makes it palatable, or a fat tur- 
key at Thanksgiving without cranber- 
ries as a side dish. 

Probably by far the largest part of 
the crop is consumed from the peanut 
stand, the little whistle sign of the 
roaster being the signal for the aver- 
age youngster to suggest to father or 
mother that some of them would be 
very acceptable, and the paternal or 
maternal parent’s willingness—nine 
times out of ten—to invest. Yet there 
are millions of bushels of the nuts that 
go to fattening the hogs throughout 
the south or the feeding of poultry, 
while the vines, cured as hay, feed 
thousands of head of cattle. Even old 
Mother Earth is nourished by the roots 
of this wonderful little plant, which 
furnishes nitrogen to it from the alr. 

Its Wonderful Qualities. 

Scientists now claim that the 
nut. which in the past was not 
highly regarded, is the only 
Staple that will at once nourish man, 
beast, bird and fields. It is the most 
nutritious of the entire nut family—it 
is not a true nut—tricn tn tissue-build- 
ing properties, containing glucose and 
carbohydrates, ang is the cheapest. It 
is cheaply and easily raised, the value 
of the plant as a food for cattle or its 
utilization as a soil fertilizer more 
than pays the entire cost of the pro- 
duction of the crop. Many southern 
farmers are now utilizing the peanut 
7 their regular system of crop rota- 
tion. 

It is not definitely known when and 
where the peanut was first cultivated. 
Several allied species of plants are na- 
tives of Brazil, and there is every indi- 
cation that the common peanut origi- 
nally came from. tropical America. 
Peanuts were introduced _into the 
United States during the earlier days 
of colonization, but did not become 
of commercial importance until about 
1870. From that time until 1897 the 
growth of the peanut industry .was 
gradual, but a great Mncrease in the 
production and use of peanuts has 
taken place during the’past ten or a 
dozen years. 

Properly speaking, the 
pea, rather than a nut, 
having been added on 
flavor( which is similar 
many of the-«true nuts. 

The small yellow flowers of the pea- 
nut are borne in the little pocket 
where the. leaves..are attached.to the 
stems. As soon as pollination has 
taken place, the visible portion of: the 
flower fades and falls, after which the 
shevt, thick stem’ that supports the 
lower portion of the flower elongates 
and the sharp-pointed ovary is thrust 
downward into the soil, where the pod 
develops... . : 

he peanut is well adapted for use 
as @ part of the cropping system in 
the southern states, and especially on 
the ‘cotton and tobacco lands. Soils 
that will not produce more than one- 
fourth of a’ bale of cotton to the acre 
can be made to yield a fair crop of 
peanuts ata very low cost for produc- 
tion. Comparatively few people realize 
the value of peanuts when used as a 
farm crop, especially when the product 
is fed to live stock on the farm and 
eventually returned to the soil in the 
form of manure. The soil best suited 
to the peanut is one of sandy, loamy 
nature, preferably light or grayish in 
color, rather. than dark. 

The cultivation of. the peanut , for 
commercial purposes has, until recent- 

been confined chiefly to. areas in 
Virginia, Tennessee, the Carolinas and 
Georgia. During recent years the in- 
dustry has become established through; 
out the south Atlantic states and west- 
ward to and including California. The 
area is one within which the frost- 
free season_is comparatively long, and 
much of the territory has a soil con- 
taining a large percentage of sand or 
alluvial matter, making it easily cul- 
tivated and wel! adapted to the pecdliar 
habits of the peanut plant. The -cli- 
matic requirements of the peanut are 
a long season without frost, a com- 
paratively light rainfall during the 
growing period, abundant sunshine and 
a high temperature. 

Collects Free Nitrogen. 

The peanut plant, in common with 
other leguminous plants, has the power 
of collecting the free nitrogen of the 
atmosphere ang storing it in little 
nodules upon its roots. For this rea- 
son the peanut is one of the most de- 
sifable of soil-renovating and soil-im- 
proving plants. It should be borne 
in mind, however, that in order to ben- 
efit the soil, the nitrogen so gathered 
shouvid not be removed, but the main 
portion of the roots left in the soil. 

In general practice the growers aim 
to dig their peanuts before the first 
frosts, in order that the vines may 
have’ greater value for stock food.

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bunches for three or four hours, and 
are then placed in small stacks around 
a central stake. to cure. Most growers 
follow the practice of putting the peas 
in shock the same day they are re- 
moved from the soil. Any dew or 
rain will discolor the pods. 

Peanuts for the market are cured in 
the shock at least three or four weeks 
before picking. If the weather is dry 
and windy immediately after harvest- 
ing, the curing process will be quite 
rapid; but should the weather condi- 
tions be unfavorable during this period 
the pods will ripen more slowly. 

Twelve Bushels a Day. 

The standard of excellence inthe pea- 
nut markets is always based upon hand- 
picked stock. Peanuts that are picked 
by hand bring a higher price than those 
But, with the 


improvement in peanut-picking ma- 
chinery, the time will soon come when 
a uniform price will be paid for a 
given quality of peas regardless of 
how the picking was done. Hand-pick- 
ing is at best a dusty and laborious 
task, and is usually done by the women 
and children. Where the vines are well 
set with pods, a good picker will han- 
dle from eight to twelve bushels a day. 
The price paid per bushel for picking 
vaties according to the quality and 
variety of the peanut. In some locali- 
tiles the pickers are paid by the hun- 
dred pounds, 49 cents a hundred being 
the average price. At this rate, the 
cost of picking the peanuts grown on 
an acre will vary from $4 to $8. 

As the peanuts come from the picker 
or thrasher they contain considerable 
rubbish, and have more or less. soil 
adhering to the pods. The extent to 
which the pods must be cleaned and 
graded will depend upon the uses to 
which they are to be put. If for vending 
purposes, they will require a factory 
process; but, if for shelled nuts, very 
little work will be necessary to prepare 
them for the sheller. The cleaning or 
factory process consists chiefly of the 
removal of all dirt‘and the separating 
of the nuts into their separate grades. 
in addition to grading, the higher class 
product is treated to a polishing pro- 
cess, which gives the pods a more at- 
tractive appearance when exposed for 
sale. 

A Modern Peanut Factory. 


The modern peanut cleaning factory 
consists of a four or five-story build- 
ing, which is supplied with power, 
lighted by electricity, and provided 
with elevators and bins for handling 
and storing the unclean nuts. It also 
has a full equipment of fans, grading 
machines,polishing drums and shellers, 
and an abundance of lower floor space 
for the storage of the bags of nuts titat 
are ready for marketing. When the 
peanuts are received from the farmer 
at the factory they are weighed, and 
then elevated to the top floor. 

During the cleaning and grading 
process they descend by gravitation 
through the fans and graders, are 
tumbled in the polishing drums togeth- 
er with a small quantity of marble 
dust to whiten and polish the, pods, 
are passed on slowly-moving belts be- 
tween lines of women, who are expert 
in detecting foreign matter and inferior 
nuts, and finally drop into bags on the 
fioor. 

Numerous Uses. 


To most persons the peanut sug- 
gests only the article as it appears 
for sale whole or shelled and salted, 
but during recent years the usages of 
peanuts have become numerous and 
include a wide range of utility. The 
demand for peanuts for use in the 
manufacture of fdod products is con- 
stantly increasing. 

By-products ag the peanut are now 
being employed exténsively in the 
manufacture of feeds ror farm stock 
and dairy cows, and the plant is being 
largely utilized as forage and as a 
soil renovator. Among the more im- 
portant, uses of the peanut for human 
food are the following: It is eaten 
from the shell], as salted shelled peas, 
as blanched peas, in the so-called pea- 
nut candies and brittle, in combination 
with popcorn ang puffed rice, in the 
form of peanut butter and as an in- 
gredient of peanut and vegetable 
meats, peanut mea] - 4 salod oil, 

The use of the peanut for eating 
from «the shell when roasted is most 
important and popular, but the quan- 
tity .of shelleqd peas that are first 
roasted and then salted and sold by 
the pound is constantly Increasing. A 
comparatively small quantity of the 
better grades of peanuts is first shell- 
ed ang then roasted and. the thin 
brown covering removed, after which 
the halves of the’ peas are_ broken 
apart, the small germ removed and 
the meats given a blanching process 
whieh render them very desirable for 
table uses. 

During recent years great quantities 
of shelled peanuts have been employed 
for the manufacture of peanut butter. 
This butter is prepared’ by the ton fn 
factories, is put up in bottles or cans 
and has become very popular as a 
part of the luncheon menu and _ for 
camping ard cruising supplies. In the 
process of the manufacture of peanut 
butter the shelled peas are first given 
a medium roast, care being taken that 
the meats do not become overdone or 
scorched. The peas are then fanned 
and screened to remove the thin brown 
covering and the germs, after which 
they are ground to a pulp by means of 
a special grinder similar to those 
used for cnopping meats. As the pea- 
nut pulp comes from the grinder it is 
fed through a tin tube into the bottles 
er tins and tightly sealed. 

The oil of the peanut belongs com- 
mercially in the same class as do cot- 
ton seed and olive oils. .Peanut olil-is 
of a higher grade than cotton seed of! 


a 


and of somewhat lower vague than 
first-class olive oil. 
A Crop of Importance. 

In sections where the soi] and cli- 
mate are suitable the peanut is rapidly 
becoming a crop of weneral farm im- 
portance. In the southern states pea- 
nuts can be grown under a wide range 
of conditions and the product can be 
used for several purposes. Peanuts 
are valuable as a substitute for cow- 
peas, especially on soils that are not 
adapted to the growtng of cowpeas. 
In many sections where the clovers 


rand other soil-renovating crops will 


not withstand the heat and drought of 
the summer months, the peanut will 
thrive and make an excellent crop. 
The Peanut in Georgia. 

Throughout Georgia and the sur- 
rounding gulf coast states the peanut 
is extensively used for painting in the 
alleys between the rows of corn. The 
peanuts are planted at the time the 
crop is given tne last working and are 
allowed to grow as a catch crop 
amon the corn. After the corn is 
pulled cattle are turned in to eat the 
fodder and the peanut tops. Following 
the cattle the land is astured by 
noms to clean up everything that re- 
mains. In this way most of the nitro- 
gen stored by the peanut roots is left 
in the soil. Peanuts can be planted 
between rows of cotton in the same 
manner.

Fight for New Schedule of 
: Rates Amicably 
Adjusted. 


Greenville, S. C., April 1.—According 
to a statement tonight by Lewis W. 
Parker, a prominent cotton manufac- 
turer of this city, the fight between 
the cotton mills and the railroads for 
‘a more convenient schedule of rates on 
cotton plece goods between .interior 
points. and Charleston and through 
rates to New York, has been settled 
by an agreement out of court. 

The statement of Mr. Parker is, in 
effect, that the agreement has been 
reached on two questions. One, in re- 
gard to the through rate from interior 
points in South Carolina to New York, 
is to fix a maximum rate of 45 cents 
per hundred pounds un piece goods, the 
roads agreeing to reduce to this figure 
wherever the rate now exceeds it.

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TRUNK SEWERS 


County Com missioners 
May Give Aid. 


Public Works Committee in Fa- 
vor of Extending a Number 
of Sewers to City Limits as 
Trunk and Not as Intercept- 
ing Sewers. 


Pas 


Favorable hearing was given to the 
proposition to extend certain. city 
sewers to the city limita as trunk in- 
Btead of intercepting sewers yester- 
day morning by the public works com- 
mittee of the county commissioners. 
Aithough the committee took no defi- 
mite action, it showed itself heartily 
in favor'of the project and will un- 
doubtedly indorge some plan by which 
the city, the county and the interested 
Property owners can co-operate § in 
the work. 


City Is Represented. 

_ The city was represented at the 
hearing by Councilman Aldine Cham- 
bers, chairman of the sewer commit- 
fee; Fletcher A. Quillian, president of 
the bond commissian, and R. M. Clay- 
ton; chief of construction. In adii- 
tion there were a number of delegates 
representing the residents of the af- 
fected districts, all of whom urgently 
requested the substitution of trunk 
Sewers for the inadequate intercepting 
. sewers. 
“The city proposes to devote to the 
Work the money appropriated in the 
Bond issue for intercepting sewers. 
The addeq expense of laying the larger | 
trunk sewers, it is proposed, will be 
Shated by the county and the adjacent | 
property owners. The sewers in ques- 
tion are as follows: McDaniel street, 
Capitol avenue, South Boulevard, 
Ttighland avenue, Butler street, Orme 
street, Proctor creek and West End. 
The city could give to this work 
about $6 per running foot, the amouat 
appropriated for intercepting sewers. 
This would leave a total additional 
expense of approximately $600,000. It 
is’ believed, however, that with the 
help of subscriptions from property 
Owners and by the use of convict la- 
bor on the jobs the county will not: 
have an actual cost of over $300,000. | 
Don’t Like Intercepting Sewers. 


One of the features of the hearing 
was the unanimous dissatisfaction ex- 
Ppresseq with regard to intercepting 
sewers. Colone} C T. Ladson, repre- 
senting the Orme street district, said 
that his people were so opposed io 
the construction of an intercepting! 
Sewer through their properties that 
they would resort to injunctions and 
other processes of law if it could not 
be prevented in any other way. They 
regard an intercepting sewer as a 
makeshift and were dumfounded, he 
said, when they discovered that such 
was the kind of sewer contemplated. 

He explained that the intercepting 
sewer, constructed along a branch or'| 

cfesk, is so small that it will not 
_ carry off the surface water. After en 
**hour’s rain it overflows and distrib- 
utes the sewage along the banks cof 
the swollen stream, where it remains 
after the water has subsided. This 
condition Colonel Ladson regarded is 
Worse than the olq method of empty- 
ing the sewerage directly into the 
branch, for in that case there is a 
Steady stream of water to wash it 
along. 

David Yarborough, representing the 
Butler street district, said that in his 
opinion the intercepting sewer was 
undoubtedly worse than the old meth- 
od of using creeks. HEN: told of a case

PROPOSED BY GREAT BRITAIN 


New York, April 1.—The opinions ved, 
university authorities in America are 
being sought by the backers of a new 
British scheme for the revision of the 
calendar, The plan as outlined is as 


The first day of the vear shall be a 
bank holiday, called “New Year's day,” 
which shall not count as a day of the 
week, of the month, or of the quarter. 
This leaves 364 days for the rest of the 
year, a number that divides exactly 
into quarters of ninety-one days each 
and into fifty-two weeks of seven days 
each. Each quarter would be divided 
into two months of thirty days each, 
and one month of thirty-one days. 

This revision would make a calendar

venience in many ways,” says Profes- 
sor Harold J. Jacobdy, of Columbia 
University in a statement on the sub- 
ject.

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WIN VICTORY 


Macon’s ‘Ordinance De- 
clared Illegal by Recorder 


Central City Ordinance Pat- 
terned After Atlanta’s---City 
Has Right to Collect Only 
Three Taxes, and Locker Club 
Tax Is Not Included.

Macon, Ga., April 1.—(Special’)—The 
locker club ordinance of the city of 
Macon, patterned exactly after the or- 
dinance now so effective in: Atlanta, 
was declared illegal by Recorder Au- 
gustin Daly this morning in an elabo- 
rate decision, and as. a result the 
cases against the Elks, Dagles and 
Progress clubs for violating the ordi- 
mance were: dismissed, and the other 
clubs,.which had paid the license of 
$300, and their money refunded. 

Under the law, the city cannot ap- 
peal the case. 

The recorder held that the city char- 
ter gives it the right to collect only 
three taxes, the ad valorem tax, a tax 
on businesses and a street tax. He 
ruled that a tax on a locker club, a 
chartered corporation, did not come 
under any of these heads, and that a 
license of $300 is excessive as a reg- 
istration fee. 7 

Under the decision, the city cannot 
tax locker clubs any sum whatsoever. 

It does, not, however, interfere with 
police supervision.

“IT think horse racing in this coun- 
try is killed altogether as a result of 
legislation,” said Mr. Croker in an in- 
terview today. “I do not think ft wil: 
ever recover. By the time anything 
could be done to change this legisla- 
tion all those interested in horse rac- 
ing in a financial way will sell out 
their interests. I think all the prop- 
erty now owned by race track asso- 
ciations will be disposed of. This wil! 
probably be done by cutting it into 
building lots. 

No More Betting. 

“Tf don’t think betting on race tracks 
will ever be resumed in the United 
States, an@ I don’t think racing will 
ever be successful here unless the peo- 
ple are allowed to bet. That is my 
candid opinion. 

“In Europe horse racing is encour- 
aged. It promotes the breeding of 
thoroughbred stock. This is the case 
in England, France, Germany and Aus- 
tralia. They are all in favor of rac- 
ing and raising thoroughbred stock. 
Even in such a far-away country as 
Argentine they are mad about horses 
and for horse racing, and pay large 
prices for the best thoroughbreds. 
“Hlorse racing cannot, I believe, be 
carried on successfully in the United 
States without betting, because the 
tracks cannot draw the attendance. If 
a lot of rich men come together to es- 
tablish a race track they are not going 
to race horses on empty stands, and 
you won't have filled stands without 
betting.” 

“What is the reason for less liber- 
ality being shown toward horse racing 
in this country than in England or any 
other country?” was asked.

The propeity embraces 1 8v) 
acres, two-thirds of which is uuder cul- 
tivation. The equinment in.ludes moi- 
ern machinery for farmisg on a large 
scale. 

“My main object ‘in using a motor 
truck was to save my ‘horses,’ said 
Maurice M. Minton, the proprietor. 

The truck has carried from the reil- 
road station to the farm, a distance of 
4 miles, over 1,000 tons of fert.s2er, 
two 10-ton car loads of coal, 2,500 bar- 
rels of cement and carloads o/ various 
other materials. It has carrie; five 
carloads of.grain to the station, and 
transported 600 tons of s.nall st.if. 
Frequently it has gone to Fishkill 
Landing, 10 miles distant, twice a day 
with heavy loads. 

Its short trips are innumerable. It 
takes grain to the mil! and brin-s | ack 
the ground feed. It takes tree trunks 
to the sawmill and carries back 
beams and: planks. It carries hay or 
straw, as baled in the fiel', to t% 
barns or storehouses. It. also carries 
stones to the crusher. 

“Not a day has been lost for repairs, 
and not one cent has been pid out 
for this purpose,” said Mr. Minton. 
“The expense of operating the truck is 
about equal to the cost of maintaining 
two good teams with oats at 60 cents; 
that is, oats versus gasoline and oil 
But no four pairs of horses could carr 
the loads so far in the same time, if 
at all. 

“The Packard takes three to fou 
tons, as bulk necessitates, and pro- 
ceeds uphill and down at 10 miles an 
hour. whether the distance be 5 miles 
or 50.

‘Lynch, of the National League, has 
complied with e wishes of the club 
owners of his organization and has 
made an investigation as to the pow- 
ers of vision of his umpires. ‘“‘Not long 
ago I issued orders to the nine men 
of my umpire staff to have their eyé- 
/ Sight thoroughly tested,” said Mr. 
,Lyneh today, and I feel more than 
gratified with:the outcome. Good eyes 
alone, I know, do not make good um- 
pires, but they are a good umpire’s’first 
and best asset. The result of these ex- 
aminations should satisfy the public, 
club owners and players that, if um- 
pires ‘make mistakes—as they are 
bound to do—they are the result most- 
ly of giving their decisions too quick- 
- Be sg from bad angles on the playing 

eld. 

“T have not taken it upon myself to 
pass judgment on these certificates of 
eye tests with their technical terms, 
But have submitted them to Dr. Royal 
S. Copeland, one of the most eminent 
oculists of New York city.

If the Southern League “pennant of 
1911 were not added to Smith's long

- New York, April 1.—The Hon. Cyril 
Ward, brother of- John Hubert Ward, 
who married the daughter of Ambas- 
sador Whitelaw Reid, sails with his 
wife today on the White~Star liner 
Vaderland, making the last lap in a 
37.000-mile tour of the world. 

The young retired naval officer, who 
rose to the rank of lieutenant com- 
mander before he quit the British navy, 
spent three weeks in Japan, and made 
the acquaintance of many Japanese 
naval officers. 

“The Japanese naval officers,” said 
Mr. Ward, “ridicule the idea of war 
with the United States. They cannot 
understand the hysteria on that sub- 
ject that exists in this and other 
countries. 

“In the first place, Japan has nothing 
to gain by a war. Japan does not covet 
the Philippines; Japan recognizes the 
overwhelming difficulties of command- 
ing an army on the shores of 
United States. It would take a month 
to muster an army, and another month 
to transport it. The cost will be enor- 
mous, and Japan is in no financial posi- 
tion to disregard cost, 

“The same bugaboo exists in Aus- 
tralia, where you hear them crying 
everywhere, ‘A white Australia for 
Australians.’ The same slogan can be 
heard: in Vancouver, and all because 
the Japanese conquered Russia 10,000 
miles from the boundaries of Russia.”

CABINET CRISIS. | 
~ SHAKING. SPAIN 


Canalejas and His Minis- 


ters Have Resigned, 


The Debate Over the Exe- 
cution of Prof. Ferrer Caused 
the Crisis---King Alfonso Hur- 
ries to Madrid Because of 
the Crisis. 


Madrid, April 1.—The cabinet of Pre- 
mier Canalejas resigned today. The 
resignation was due to a dilemma on. 
which the ministry was placed by the 
debate on the republican motion in: 
favor of @# revision of the courtmartial 
which resulted in the condemnation of 
Francisco Ferrer, founder of the Mod- 
ern School. 

The ministers endeavored merely to 
be onlookers in the duel between the 
conservatives who were in office at 
the time of the execution of Ferrer and 
the republicans, but finally were forced 
to intervene to defend the principles 
of the government procedure in the 
courtmartial. Their half-hearted de- 
fense against the violent socialist and! 
republican attacks upon the military 
authoritfes, however, only provoked the 
resentment of the latter, whose repre- 
sentations, it is understood, caused the 
crisis. 

It was even suggested this morning 
that a military cabinet should be chos~ 
en, but it is probable that such a coal- 
ition would be short lived. The’ con- 
servatives do not wish a military gov- 
ernment and regretting their attitude 
in the Ferrer debate are disposed to 
support Canalajas, in order that the 
cortes shall remain open and the Fer- 
rer question be settled. Thus, it Is 
likely that’ Canalajas wfll remain pre- 
mier, although he probably will alter 
the make-up of his cabinet. , 

Kink Alfonso is expected to return 
from Seville» tomorrow to confer with 
the leaders. 

King Hurries to Madrid.

Canalejas, in forcing religious re- 
forms, encountered the bitter opposi- 
tion of the Catholics, and his course 
resulted in a ‘practical suspension of 
diplomatic relations between the gov- 
ernment and the Vatican. The pre- 
mier has, however, been credited with 
th support of King Alfonso. His bill 
of associations, aimed to regulate the 
societies which he refused to submit 
first to the holy see, was approved 
unanimously by the cabinet last Tues- 
day. 

It was to be introduced April 6. 

Vatiéan Not Surprised. 

Rome; April’ 1—The news of the 
resignation of the Canalejas cabinet 
caused no surprise’ in the vatican, 
where for several days a ministerial 
crisis was expected. 

The difficulties under which the ca@b- 
inet was laboring were known to vat- 
ican Officials, who were of the opinion 
that it would be impossible for the 
ministry to maintain its equilibrium 
during the discussion of the Ferrer 
case. 

The attitude of the premier was well 
understood, he wishing to support the 
principle of the authority represented 
by mi'itary justice, which condemned 
Ferrer, but hoping at the same time 
not to alienate the republicans. The 
hope is entertained in the vatican that 
the crisis will lead to the formation 
of a Maura cabinet or a conservative 
military cabinet. with Maura as pro- quest. 
tector. Cardinal Merry del Val, the 
papal secretary, who is in constant 
touch with affairs in Spain, held a long 
conference with the pope this eve-

Rome, April 1.—(Special.)-—A duel 
which had dashes of comedy, tragedy 
and farce was recently fought at Flor- 
ence, between Count Bastogi and Count 
Ui Bruno, though it started tragically, 
ended in kisses. The counts quarreled 
over the murder of Princess Trigona. 

Duelists, assisted by four mem- 
bers of the nobility, assembled in the’ 
warden of a villa lest the encounter 
should be prevented by the police. The 
conditions Of the duel.were that swords 
should be used. 

At the firgt assault Bastogi sustained 
a scalp wound, and the doctors decid-‘ 
ed that the duel could not continue, as 
the wound was serious. A reconcilia- 
tion was effected, and there and then 
the adversaries fell tnto each. other's’ 
arms, kissed, and embraced with great 
cordiality. The duel was followed by 
dinner. in which the principals drank 
to each other's health.
